The opening round of the World 
Championship Superbike Road 
Race Series at Donington Park, 
England, April 3, was won by Marco 
Lucchinelli on the factory 8-valve 
Ducati. Lucchinelli finished second 
to Davide Tardozzi, riding the works 
Bimota YB4E1, in the first_of two 
legs and won the second leg after 
Tardozzi crashed on the last lap. 
Camel Pro Series champ Bubba 
Shobert (Hon) turned in the fastest 
lap of the meeting but DNF both 
times out. Former AMA Superbike 
champ Fred Merkel (Hon) finished 
second overall, 40 seconds behind 
Lucchinelli in aggregate time, and 
Brit Joey Dunlop (Hon) was third. 


Team North America won all the 
battles but lost the war at the 
annual Easter weekend Match 
Races which were run at Eng- 
land’s Brands Hatch circuit on 
Friday, April 1, and Donington 
Park on Monday, April 4. Doug 
Polen (Suz) won the first two of 
the three road races on Friday and 
repeated that performance on 
Monday, with Bubba Shobert 
(Hon) winning the last race each 
day. At Brands Hatch the Amer- 
ican/Canadian team took all the 
rostrum positions, and at Doning- 
ton all the Brits got was three 
thirds, but injuries and machine 
problems robbed the North Amer- 
icans of their midfield and the 
home team packed the rest of the 
top 10 placings. Californian Scott 
Gray (Suz) was the third top 
points scorer behind Polen and 
Shobert. The final score was 
United Kingdom 586, North 
America 570. 


The team of Danny La Porte/Randy 
Morales (Kaw) was credited with the 
win in the April 2 SCORE Great 
Mojave 250 after winners Dan 
Smith/Garth Sweetland (Hus) were 
disqualified. Smith/Sweetland fin- 
ished two minutes, 41 seconds ahead 
of La Porte/Morales, but were dis- 
qualified when a course official said 
he stopped Smith off the course and 
told him to get back on the course. 
Smith said no one stopped him and 
claimed the incident was a case of 
mistaken identity. Second overall, 
first 250, went to Brett Howell/Ted 
Hunnicutt (Kaw), and third was 
claimed by Mike Baker/Kurt Pfeiffer 
(Yam). John Braasch/Darin Cartw- 
right (Yam) finished first in the 125cc 
division. Smith/Sweetland protested 
the results.

in southern California to off-road 
vehicles, according to the Califor- 
nia Off-Road Vehicle Association 
(CORVA). Under terms of the 
proposal, off-road vehicles would 
again be allowed within the park 
under a permit system that is 
currently being reviewed by state 
officials and off-road user groups. 
The proposed reopening of Anza- 
Borrego comes more than a year 
after it was closed to off-road 
vehicles by Director of Parks & 
Recreation appointee Henry R. 
Agonia. CORVA spearheaded a 
recent effort by off-road groups 
to defeat Agonia’s confirmation 
as Parks and Recreation Director 
during hearings in the California 
Senate Rules Committee, but 
recently voiced support for Ago- 
nia contingent on an Anza- 
Borrego compromise. According 
to the proposal, the permit system 
would require a simple form sim- 
ilar to a U.S. Forest Service fire 
permit.. The permits would be 
available from any ranger or from 
parks offices in the Anza-Borrego 
area. Permits would be required 
on a per visit basis. 


Journalists who cover the World 
Championship Road Race Series 
have been invited to a barbecue by 
three-time World Champion Kenny 
Roberts. What makes the invite 
unique is that the barbecue is being 
held at King Kenny’s house in 
Hickman, California. Roberts will 
be manning the grill on Tuesday, 





April 5. “It’s an honor,” said Dennis 
Noyes who covers the GP road race 
circuit for Spain’s weekly motorcycle 
newspaper, Solo Moto, “To be 
invited to his house is something 
special, particularly for Europeans, 
and all of us are looking forward to 
it.” Noyes, an American who has 
called a town’ outside of Madrid 
home for 18 years, is known to be 
a baseball fan of the first order in 
addition to being an expert on the 
GP road race scene. Evidence of that 
surfaced over Easter weekend when 
Noyes, who flew to the U.S. after the 
Japanese GP to cover the Laguna 
Seca GP, was spotted at southern 
California’s Anaheim Stadium 
watching an exhibition baseball 
game between the Los Angeles 
Dodgers and the California Angels. 
“And I was at Dodger Stadium 
watching these same teams last 
night,” said Noyes, who wears a 
Chicago Cubs hat every waking 
moment.

May 28 Springfield (Illinois) Short 
Track ($500 purse); June 12-Peoria 
(Illinois) TT ($1000 purse); June 24 
Santa Fe (Illinois) Short Track ($500 
purse); July 15 Parkersburg (West 
Virginia) Half Mile ($1000 purse); 
August 6 Ashland (Ohio) Half Mile

(Illinois) Short Track ($500 purse); 
and the October 15 Mesquite (Texas)

Spencer was 
referring to the visit by the head of 
the Roman Catholic church which 
drew over 72,000 people to the 
northern California race track last 
year. 


SuperSports’ Bill West has res- 
tructured the purse for the April. 
23 Tampa Stadium Supercross in 
Tampa, Florida. “We've been 
getting negative press from the 
amount of money the winner and 
other top finishers get in Super- 
cross events so we've addressed 
the problem and restructured our 
purse. In the past, the purse 
breakdown was structured to pay 
60 250cc class riders, but we've 
been averaging less than 45 riders 
per event, so the Tampa event will 
pay the 21 riders in the 250cc 
final, and the second through 21st 
place finishers in the Last Chance 
race, said West. “The 250cc 
winner will get $5000 of the 
$27,050 paid out in that class. 
Second will be worth $3000. The 
amount paid out will decrease 
down to 21st (last) place in the 
final and that spot will pay $800. 
We'll also pay a $5000 purse in 
the 125cc final with the winner 
getting $1000.”

Attempted rip-off 


During Daytona Cycle Week ’88, 
my husband and I stayed at the 
Howard Johnsons Oceanfront. 
Upon arrival on Thursday afternoon 
(we had made advance reservations 
for five nights — Thursday through 
Monday), we were required to put 
the full five-day stay on our charge 
card before we could check in. We 
decided to leave on Sunday morning 
and were told that we would not 
receive a refund for the two days paid 
in advance. 

When we got home Sunday even- 
ing, I called the hotel and asked for 
our room number, was transferred 
and a man answered. The next day 
I called again and asked if anyone 
was still registered in that room and 
was told that the room was “‘active.” 





Howard Johnsons Oceanfront had 
obviously re-rented the room which 
in the state of Florida is not legal 
unless the hotel refunds the advance 
payment to the previous tenant. I 
then called Howard Johnsons’ main 
office in New Jersey and was told 
that Howard Johnsons Oceanfront 
was allowed by them a six-week grace 
period to respond to the complaint. 
At that point I called the Florida 
Hotels and Restaurants Commission 
and related my story to them. Within 
two weeks I received a phone call 
from the commission stating that an 
investigator had cited Howard John- 
sons Oceanfront for unethical bus- 
iness practices; they could not fine 
them as this was their first (recorded) 
offense. Our credit card was credited 
for the two days we did not stay there. 
We heard numerous other people 
complaining about this advance pay 
policy and no refund. Next year 
beware — they cannot do this. If the 
hotel rents your room during the 
period which you did not stay there, 
they must refund your money. Cycle 
Week brings in a lot of money to 
Daytona Beach; I constantly read 
how much Daytona loves the bikers 
— loves to rip them off? If you are 
charged for time not spent, call the 
hotel, find out if your room-has been 
rented again. It may be too late for 
those of you who were ripped off this 
year, but there is no excuse for them 
to get away with it again next year.

World Championship Road Race Series: Round 1 





Schwantz shocks ’em 
in Japanese opener

SUZUKA CITY, JAPAN, MARCH 27 


Team Pepsi Suzuki’s Kevin Schwantz sent 
shock waves through the Grand Prix road 
racing world with his stunning win over 


defending World 


Gardner in the opening round 
of the 500cc World Champion- 
ship, held at the Suzuka Cir- 
cuit in Japan. 

The 23-year-old Texan turned in 
a flawless ride as he battled the entire 
distance with the World Champion. 
Surprisingly, it was the- more- 
experienced Gardner who made the 
critical error, running off the track 
and nearly crashing through a fifth- 
gear right-hander on the final lap of 
the 22-lap war. 





Champion Wayne 


Third place in the action-packed 
500cc GP went to Marlboro Yama- 
ha’s two-time World Champion 
Eddie Lawson, who battled up from 
a 10th place start but despite turning 
comparable lap times was unable to 
catch the flying Schwantz/Gardner 
duel. Fourth place fell to a HB 
Honda NSR500-mounted Niall 
Mackenzie of Scotland, who also 
pushed through from a poor start. 


Pole-sitter Tadahiko Taira rode 
the Yamaha Motor Corp. YZR500 to 





a fifth place finish with Californian 
Wayne Rainey piloting the Lucky 
Strike Roberts Yamaha to a sixth 
place finish in his first-ever 500cc 
GP. Rainey’s teammate Kevin 
Magee, Gauloises Blondes Yamaha's 
Christian Sarron, Marlboro Yama- 
ha’s Didier de- Radigues and Roth- 
mans Honda’s Shunji Yatshushiro 
rounded out the top 10 finishers. 

Schwantz’s first-ever Grand Prix 
win also marked the first win for 
Suzuki in the 500cc class since Randy 
Mamola won the 1982 West German 
Grand Prix in Hockenheim. The 
Texan was also the only rider in the 
field to use a bias-ply front tire. His 
win also marked the first time a GP 
winner was awarded 20 points based 
on the FIM’s new 20-17-15-13-11-10- 
9-8-7-6-5-4-3-2-1-point payout. 

What of the Cagiva and Randy 
Mamola? The Cagiva team had 
problems all week, stemming mainly 
from mysterious problems blamed 
mostly on the power valve; a problem 
similar to those experienced last year. 
The bike was never in the hunt and 
Mamola, after completing only 31 
laps of practice, was mired in 16th 
place on the grid of 29 starters. In 
the race, Mamola competed eight 
laps before retiring. The Ferrari 
Testarossa promised to him by 
Cagiva for winning his first GP 
would be safe on the showroom floor 
for at least another two weeks. 





Old age and guile narrowly 
brushed away youth and enthusiasm 
again in the 250cc GP as 38-year-old, 
five-time World Champion Toni 
Mang held off the challenges of the 
younger Sito Pons and last year’s 
Japanese GP winner Masaru 
Kobayashi. It was Mang’s 42nd 
career GP win and it came after the 
West German qualified a lowly 15th, 
positioning him on the fourth row 
of the grid. 

Arguably, the star of the 250cc GP, 
however, was AMA 250cc Grand Prix 
Champion John Kocinski. The 20- 
year-old roused attention from Mang 
and the rest of the GP regulars by 
qualifying third and finishing fifth 
in his Grand Prix debut. That fifth 
place finish could easily have been 
a win if not for an electrical problem 
at about the halfway mark that forced 
him to give up the battle for the lead 
that he fought for so admirably. The 
Lucky Strike Roberts’ rider took his 
Yamaha YZR250 to the front of the 
pack and showed that he has arrived 
as a legitimate GP contender by 
battling for the lead with Mang and 
Company. 

The weather for Sunday’s action 
was clear, albeit cold and windy, but 
the majority of practice was held in 
dreadful conditions. In fact, all four 
of the 500cc sessions were held in wet 
conditions with three of the four 
running in a downpour.

The Suzuka Circuit has also been 
changed since last year’s GP. To 
reduce entry speed into the Hairpin 
Curve, Degner Curve was modified 
from one fast left-hander to two 
slower left-handers in August of 
1987. 

When all was said and done, Taira 
and his Dunlop rain tire-shod 
Yamaha gave Japan its first-ever pole 
position in the 500cc class as he 
turned a 2:32.007 lap time for an 
average speed of 86.037 mph in wet, 
but drying conditions during the 
second session on Friday. 

Next came Lawson, impressed 
with the new Michelin rain tires, at 
2:32.519. “At least we know we are 
competitive in the wet,” he said after 
Friday’s sessions. “The tires were 
good and the bike worked well in 
the rain. I can’t believe the improve- 
ment Michelin has made with the 
rain tire; it is as good if not better 
than the Dunlops.” 

Third fastest was Schwantz, also 
on Michelins, in his seventh career 
Grand Prix, at 2:32.536. “I would 
prefer dry weather for the race but 
the bike 1s working well in the wet 
too, so it doesn’t really matter,” the 
confident Schwantz said. “The new 
bike handles as good as last year’s, 
but it’s got a ton more power. It now 
revs to 12,500, almost 13,000.” 

Fourth fastest was defending 
champ Gardner, almost a second off 
Taira with a time of 2:33.169, but 
feeling ‘‘more relaxed than 
expected.” 

Gardner was also expecting a good 
race. “It will be like a lot of bulls 
in a china shop,” he said in reference 


to the GP newcomers. “But I wish , 


them luck because I was in that 
position once.” 

Rounding out the front row was 
birthday boy Sarron, 33, who, after 
running with Gardner in practice, 
realized the Yamaha could keep pace, 
at least on top end. “We still have 
to make the carburetion sharper 
because there was one corner where 
he could squirt away from me,” 
Sarron said. 

Rainey led the second row of 
Magee, Schwantz’s Team Pepsi 
Suzuki teammate Rob McElnea and 
Honda NSR500-mounted Shinichi 
Ito. “I guess I’m not sure if sixth 
fastest is good or bad,” Rainey said. 
“The wet was wet and there was no 
dry, so I don’t know what to think. 





I’m getting used to riding in the wet 
weather; I’m starting to feel what the 
bike wants. I’m gonna start with 
them and I'd like to race with them. 
I’m really looking forward to the 
race. I’m having a lot of fun riding 
with these guys.” 

Tenth on the grid and sitting on 
the inside of row three was Brit Ron 
Haslam on the new Elf-5. The latest 
from the French features a 1987 
NSR500 engine, but the chassis has 
changed. “‘Every single part of our 
chassis is different from last year’s 
specifications,” team manager Serge 
Rosset said. “We worked in order to 
use the lessons of the past and to 
reduce weight on this machine...” 

Elf went with the 1987 engine 
because Honda couldn’t get the new 
ones to the French company in time 
to make the necessary changes to the 
chassis. As is, the 1988 engine will 
not fit in the Elf-5 chassis. 

Mackenzie, who the week prior to 
the GP won the Suzuka 2-4 race for 
the second year in a row (setting the 
lap record of 1:14.432 in the process) 
was back on the fourth row after 
qualifying 18th. 

Practice crashers in the 500cc class 
included McElInea (twice), Rainey, 
Patrick Igoa, Magee and de 
Radigues. 

Japan’s Toshihiko Honma sur- 
prised everyone by capturing the 
250cc pole position on his Yamaha 
TZ250. Honma, in the only dry 
session, turned a 2:19.794. for an 
average speed of 93.55 mph. His 
factory-prepared, UCC (Japanese 
coffee)- sponsored TZ250 was, 
according to Yamaha engineers, “a 
little bit special.” 

Second on the grid went to another 
Yamaha TZ250, this one in the hands 
of Japan’s Keiji Tamura who turned 
in a 2:20.595. Third on the grid was 
the attention-getting Yamaha 
YZR250 V-twin-mounted Kocinski 
at 2:21.299. The young American, 
who underwent eye surgery in Okla- 
homa on his left eye prior to the 
Grand Prix to relieve muscle strain, 
was the most consistent of the 250cc 
men in qualifying, consistently 
staying in the top three in both the 
wet and dry sessions. He also crashed 
for only the second time in the last 
two years when he dropped the 
Yamaha at a snail’s pace in the 
chicane after hitting the red and 
white striped curb.

Kocinski’s performance peaked 
curiosities about the possibility. of 
him abandoning his AMA effort for 
an immediate GP career. “If I win 
here by 50 seconds and win at 
Laguna by 50 seconds, we'll stick to- 
a plan to stay home,” he 
said. 

Mentor Kenny Roberts backed the 
statement. “We can’t just drop the 
commitment we have to the sponsors 
back home,” the three-time World 
Champion-turned team manager 
said. “Here and Laguna will be a 
lot different than Europe. Our 
original plan is best; he'll race in 
America and also get some expe- 
rience racing in Europe.” 

Fourth fastest was Manfred Her- 
weh, who switched to Yamaha from 
Honda for 1988, but the German 
crashed in a later practice session and 
broke his collarbone. Thus, fourth 
on the grid went to Team Parisienne- 
Elf’s Jacques Cornu (back from the 


badly broken hip he suffered in _ 





Sweden in August) on the first 
Honda NSR250. Rounding out the 
front row was GP veteran Jean- 
Francois Balde on the Defi-Rotax. 
The second row consisted of Masu- 
mitsu Taguchi (NSR250), Takayo- 
shi Yamamoto (TZ250), Carlos Car- 
dus (NSR250) and Carlos Lavado 
(YZR250). 

What about Mang? The West 
German was playing it cool, possibly 
a little too cool, and was way back 
on the fourth row after qualifying 
15th. Pons was also on the fourth 
row with last year’s winner Kobaya- 
shi even further back, sitting in row 
five. 

Among those missing from the 
250cc grid was last year’s runner-up 
in the title chase, Reinhold Roth, 
who underwent a recent operation 
on his broken leg after complications 
from a end-of-the-season crash. 
Martin Wimmer was also a no-show 
after breaking his wrist in a freak 
testing accident in Spain. The third 
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Kevin Schwantz turned in a flawless ride to top Wayne Gardner in the 
500cc GP; it was Schwantz’ first GP win in only his seventh GP. 





no-show was Masahiro Shimizu who 
also broke a wrist during Honda tests 
at Suzuka; Shimizu finished third in 
the final round of the 1987 cham- 
pionship in Argentina, and is sche- 
duled to run a full GP schedule in 
1988. 

Practice crashers in the 250cc class 
included Kocinski, Cadalora, Balde, 
Harald Eckl, Kobayashi, Reggiani, 
and Herweh. 





The skies broke sunny on Sunday, 
although a fair amount of wind blew 
through the Suzuka area, for the start 
of the 500cc Grand Prix. Crowds, 
however, were down from last year's 
GP turnout of 98,800 to this year’s 
74,000. . 

Surprise number one came in the 
form of holeshoter Rainey, who 
charged from the second row to lead 
the formidable pack into turn one. 











“I figured I'd get out there and hold 
everyone up; it worked for a lap,” 
Rainey said later. 

At the end of the first lap it was 
Schwantz and the red, white and blue 
Suzuki leading the way with Rainey, 
Gardner, Sarron, and Lawson fol- 
lowing. By the exit of the esses, 
Gardner was past Rainey and giving 
chase to the flying Texan: Ito was 
on the move and into third place by 
the end of the second lap. Sarron held 
fourth with Rainey holding off 
Lawson, Hikaru Miyagi and Magee; 
Mackenzie was up to ninth after a 
poor start, leading Ron Haslam on 
the Elf 5, Yatsushiro, McEInea and 
Pier-Francesco Chili, on his first 
outing on the NSR500 after spending 
last season on a three-cylinder 
Honda. 

By the end of lap three, Schwantz 
still led Gardner, who in turn led 
Ito and Sarron. Lawson was up to 
fifth, but, was 5.7 seconds behind 
Schwantz. Magee and Mackenzie 
were past Rainey, with Haslam, 
Yatsushiro, McEInea and a slow- 
starting de Radigues battling for 
10th. 

By the seventh lap Schwantz and 
Gardner had established a lead over 
the threesome of Ito, Lawson and 
Sarron. Mackenzie and Magee were 
involved in a duel of their own 
followed by Rainey and Miyagi. One 
lap later, Lawson was clear of Ito 
and Sarron, but had lost touch with 
the leaders. 

By the halfway mark, Lawson was 
being caught from behind by Mack- 
enzie; Magee had his hands full with 
Sarron; Ito was a lonely seventh; 
Rainey was attempting to hold off 
a hard-charging Taira; de Radigues 
was through to 10th and McElnea 
pulled the broken Suzuki into the 
pits. 








Gardner led for the first time on 
lap eight and held that lead until lap 
12 when Schwantz again took over. 
It was a lead he would hold to the 
finish. On lap 13, Ito crashed unhurt 
in turn’ one, a fast right-hander. On 
the 19th of 22 laps, Mackenzie shot 
past Lawson down the front straight, 
adding fuel to the already flaming 
Lawson by jumping up and down 
on the seat as he passed. “I was just 
messing about, but he got serious ` 
after that,’’ Mackenzie said. 

Serious enough to stuff it under 
the Scot half a dozen turns later 
through the right-hand Degner 
Curve. That was that as Lawson 
quickly left the HB Honda rider 
behind. 

Up front the action was intensi- 
fying as the last laps approached. 
The thought that Gardner was 
holding something in reserve and 
would split in the late stages of the 
race, wasn’t holding water. Schwantz 
seemed to have things under control. 

On the last go-around, the Texan 
opened up a slight advantage after 
turning the fastest lap of the race, 


-a 2:15.225. It was an advantage 


Gardner tried to make up in the fast 
right-hander prior to the Spoon (a 
long series of left-hand turns that 
leads to the back straight and then 
to the chicane). Instead of making 
time, Gardner almost crashed, run- 
ning off the track and fortunately 
onto a tarmac helicopter landing 
pad. He regained control to hold off 
Lawson by four seconds, but 
Schwantz was clear, checking over 
his shoulder exiting the chicane 
before starting his on-the-pegs 
celebration. 

“I was trying to win,” Gardner 
said. “I thought I could pass him 
going into the chicane because I was 
a bit better there all day. I gave it 
a bit too much throttle and decided 
to play motocrosser on the way 
home. He (Schwantz) rode fantastic; 
he’s definitely a threat this year.” 

Mackenzie crossed the line fourth, 
another three seconds behind Law- 
son with Taira, after disposing of 
first Rainey and then Magee, next. 
The Team Lucky Strike Roberts’ 
battle went to the chicane with 
Magee on the inside and Rainey on 
the outside for the first part, a right- 
hander. Rainey held tough and his 
outside line in the right-hander 
became the inside line for the left- 
hander and he pushed teammate 
Magee wide to take sixth place. 

“I knew I was stuffed up coming 
out of the fast left, but I figured we'd 
have a bit of fun and make sure we 
both made it to the finish line,” 
Magee said later. 

“We'd been close all week and I 
got a good lap in yesterday and 
gained a lot of confidence,” 
Schwantz said. “I made two big 
mistakes, but he may have been held 
up in traffic. I was lacking a little 
bit off the corners, but that was the 
only difference in the bikes. The bike 
is good and with a little more 
development it could win the World 
Championship.” 

Although he was relatively calm 
following the cool-off lap, Schwantz 
later showed emotion at the victory 
party thrown by the race organizers, 
as he fought back tears during the ' 
playing of the American national 
anthem. 

Lawson was disappointed in fin- 
ishing third but left with 15 points, 
15 more than he left Japan with last 


year. “The thing wasn’t working too 


well,” Lawson said. “We're way 
down on power, but hopefully we’ll 
get it going. I think next year we’ll 
come early and get some serious 
practice in. I think if I would have 
gotten a good start with them, I 
might have been able to make it a 
three-way race.”

Cagiva-mounted Roche, who 
dropped out a lap after Mamola on 
lap nine, blamed his bike’s problem 
on fuel. “It was the same problem 
we had all week, maybe it’s benzine.” 

Rainey was pleased with sixth 
place. “I just kept working on my 
riding,” he said. “I’m ready. I’m just 
glad to get the first one over with.” 

The 250cc GP got underway with 
the Swiss Cornu leading the freight 
train of Honma, Mang (after a great 
start from the fourth row), Cardus 
and Kocinski. Already missing was 
Dominque Sarron after a bolt came 
out of the rear sprocket, causing the 
chain to jump. 5 

Kocinski followed Mang to start 
lap two with Cornu, Honma, Car- 
dus, Taguchi and a fast-approaching 





Pons in pursuit. Near the comple- 
tion of lap two, a disrespectful 
Kocinski shot up the outside of Mang 
entering the chicane and pushed his 
way up the inside on the exit of the 
left-hander to take the lead. The 20- 


_year-old didn’t get a good drive out, 


however, and was back to fifth by 
the time the pack got to turn one. 

On lap six, Reggiani, who was 
back in ninth, pulled into the pits 
with no feeling in the hand he 
injured in his practice mishap. 
Another out relatively early. was 
Marlboro Yamaha’s Luca Cadalora, 
who experienced problems with mist 
on the inside of his faceshield. 

Up front the lead group now 
featured the charging Pons, Mang 








and Kocinski. With Cornu still 
within striking distance and joined 
by the slow-starting Kobayashi. The 
dice up front was exhilarating with 
each rider taking a turn at-leading. 
Kocinski’s Yamaha was struggling 
to keep pace on the straightaways, 
but the newcomer was out-riding the 
others through the corners. 

Asked later where he was making 
up the top-speed deficit, Kocinski 
replied, “Everywhere.” 

By the halfway mark, it was a six- 
rider pack going for the lead. Mang, 
Pons, Kocinski, Cornu, Kobayashi 
and Honma led a group that fea- 
tured an on-the-move Juan Garriga 
on the Team Ducados Yamaha 
YZR250. 








Honma erred on the 13th lap, 
dropping back to ninth before even- 
tually working his way to eighth. On 
lap 17, Kocinski began to slip as the 
Yamaha stopped producing power at 
high rpms, and the race for the lead 
became a three-man affair with 
Mang, Pons and Kobayashi pulling 
clear. 

As is becoming the norm, Mang 
managed to save something for late 
in the race and pulled slightly clear 
on the final lap. Pons managed to 
hold off Kobayashi and Cornu. 
cruised in for fourth. Meanwhile, 
Kocinski had his hands full in the 
chicane with Garriga. Kocinski held 
the outside line going into the final 
two corners (in similar fashion as he 
had earlier done to Mang, and what 
Rainey would later do to Magee in 
the 500 GP), took the inside in the 
last corner, put his foot down and 
forced Garriga wide, taking fifth 
place in his debut GP. 

Garriga, Jean Philippe Ruggia, 
Honma, Cardus and Taguchi 
rounded out the top 10. 

“I enjoyed it,” Kocinski said, 
adding, “I loved it. I ran with them 
and let them know I was there. It 
started missing at high revs; 10,500 
was it. The Hondas are fast. I rode 
harder today than I ever have in 250 
racing. I’m just going to forget about 
this one and concentrate on the next 
one. The Dunlops I had were the best 
set of tires I have ever ridden on; they 
were bitchin’.” 

When asked which rider in the lead 
group he thought was superior, 
Kocinski wasted little time in saying, 
“Mang. Bar none, Mang is the best. 
I enjoyed racing with him.” 

Mang explained that after practice 
he didn’t feel he had a legitimate shot 
at the win, but after his good start 
the “‘tires felt very good and I thought 
I could win.” 

Mang, who does not often offer 
compliments, said of Kocinski, “He 
is a very good rider, but I think the 
Yamaha is a little too slow and he 
does not know the way we ride. All 
the riders are new to him and he does 
not know what Sito or I will do in 
the race.” e

If the opening round of the 250 and 500cc 
World Championship at Japan’s Suzuka 
Circuit can offer any indication of things 


to come, Laguna Seca’s round in the chase 


for the most prestigious titles 
in motorcycle racing should be 
a thriller. 

With its relatively tight, 11- 
turn layout, Laguna Seca should 
prove to offer closer racing than even 
the thrilling opening round in 
Japan. “I can see five guys racing 
for the lead at Laguna,’’ Eddie 
Lawson, two-time World Champion 
and third place finisher at Suzuka, 
said. ‘Who ever wins there will have 
worked his butt off.” 

Why will it be so close? Mainly 
because a tighter track offers slower 
speeds and slower speeds translate 
into more of the Top Guns bunched 
together. Horsepower won’t be as 
much of a factor at Laguna, meaning 
the guys that don’t have as much can 
race with the guys who have it in 
abundance. Honda, Yamaha, 
Suzuki, Cagiva - they should all 
prove to be relatively equal. What 
it should do is make the 500cc GP 
as exiting as the 250cc GP. 

The 250cc Grand Prix. At Suzuka 
with its high-speed configuration, 
six-riders all had a shot at leading 
for the majority of the race, and three 


riders battled up to the final corner. 
It would be a safe bet to double that 
number for the final lap at Laguna. 
It’s quite easy to picture six guys with 
a chance of winning as they exit the 
corkscrew and head towards the turn 
nine (old turn seven). 

The competitiveness of Yamaha’s 
production TZ250s also adds a new 























dimension to the race. In Japan, four 
of the top 10 qualifiers were mounted 
on the TZs, including pole- sitter 
Toshihiko Homna. This has to make 
TZites like AMA 250cc Grand Prix 
regulars Alan Carter, Rich Oliver 
and Donnie Greene all smile as they 
realize their bikes should be compet- 
itive; seeing them run with the

frontrunners a strong possiblity. In 
his GP debut, John Kocinski became 
the talk of the paddock in Suzuka 
as early as the second practice session 
and his fifth-place finish after run- 
ning with the leaders strengthed his 
claim as a GP contender.

Prix debut at Laguna, and the 
Carmel, California resident will do 
so on what many feel is the best 
mount in the business — a factory 
NSR250. The bike will be in the 
colors of Camel, and Shobert is out 
to prove he can run with the world’s 
best. So suddenly the chance of an 
American winning the 250cc Grand 





Prix is no longer a long shot. 

If you’ve already dismissed the rest 
as history, forget it. After seeing 39- 
year-old, five-time World Champion 
‘Toni Mang outsmart the youngsters 
at Suzuka, Laguna should be right 
up his alley. Spaniard Sito Pons, 
second at Suzuka, and the rest don’t 
want him to get title number six, so 














they’ll be there with him. 

In the 500cc class, Kevin Schwantz 
tossed a wrench into the established 
GP wheel with his win in Japan. The 
Suzuki became competitive earlier 
than anyone could have imagined, 
and Laguna should fit the good- 
handling Pepsi bike like a well-worn 
glove. Schwantz has momentum and

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a lot of confidence going into the 
U.S.GP and he figures to be some- 
where near the front.

Randy Mamola. On the other hand,

Rothmans Honda’s Wayne Gardner 
would dearly love to stop any of the 
Yanks from winning at home and 
gaining momentum that could take 
them to his title. And fellow Aussie 
Kevin Magee on the second Team 
Roberts Yamaha could also prove to 
be a homecoming spoiler for the 
Americans. 
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Throw in Niall Mackenzie, who 
with the retirement of Freddie 
Spencer now has the full attention 
of tuner Erv Kanemoto, Christian 
Sarron, Rob McElnea, and Didier de 
Radigues, to name a few and you car 
see what Lawson means about five 
guys racing to the flag. 

The excitement at a Grand Prix 














starts with practice and this one 
won’t bean exception. On Thursday, 
April 7 untimed practice will feature 
two sessions in each class beginning 
at 9:00 a.m. and winding up at 5:30 
p.m. The practice sessions alternate 
starting with the 250s and finishing 
with the 500s, and there will be a 
break for lunch. The opening two

sessions on Thursday will provide 
the riders with a feel for the new track 
and a chance to resolve gearing and 
gearbox selections. 

On Friday, things get a little more 
serious with timed practice begin-- 
ning at 9:00 a.m., again alternating, 
until 3:30 p.m. With rain and GP 
racing sometimes going hand in 
hand, Friday’s timed practice ses- 
sions could hold up as being the 
fastest. In Japan, for example, the 
250cc class got dry weather on Friday 
and never saw it again until race day. 
Thus the fastest guy on Friday sat 
on the pole for the GP. 

They say it never rains in Califor- 
nia, but you can bet if it’s sunny on 
Friday, no one will be waiting 
around for Saturday. These guys 
usually go fast early and stay that 
way, and practice can be as exciting 
as the races. After all, being on the 
pole is still a very prestigious thing 
to the GP stars. 

On Saturday things get really 
serious as final timed practice starts 
at 9:00 a.m. and run until 3:30 p.m. 
If the weather’s good, Saturday will 
provide lap times as good as, if not 
better than race times. The compu- 
ters will be in abundance on pit road, 
and eyerybody will know what the 
others are doing as far as lap times 
go. By Saturday afternoon the stars 
will know what combination of tires, 
gearbox ratios, and suspension 
settings they will need to win on 
Sunday. 

On Sunday morning there’s one 
last chance to get things sorted out 
as the warm-up session for each class 
gets underway. The 250s face their 
warm-up at 9:30 a.m. with the 500s 
taking over at 10:00. In Japan, this 
was the one of the few times the 500 
stars had the chance to practice in 
the dry. 

At 12:30 p.m. the 32-lap, 70-mile 
250cc Grand Prix gets underway, and 
following a break, the 500s will line 
up for their 40-lap, 88-mile 
showdown.

Hendon wins big 


in Tennessee

HURRICANE MILLS, TN, MAR. 26 


In one of the closest National Hare Scram- 
bles races to date ATK-mounted Tony Hen- 
don topped Kawasaki’s Kurt Hough and 345 
other riders to win the Loretta Lynn’s Dude 


Ranch round of the Cham- 
pionship Series. For Ken- 
tucky’s Hendon, the win was 
his second in as many rounds 
of the hare scrambles title chase, 
having stormed to the series opener 
win in Florida four weeks earlier. 
The Loretta Lynn’s event was round 
two of the Grand National Cross 
Country Series. In Tennessee, Hen- 
don overtook early leaders Ed Lojak 
and Kevin Brown, then ran down 
Hough late in the race to record his 
second career National win. Hough 
had actually crossed the line ahead 
of the ATK pilot, but Hendon had 
a one-minute stagger to work with 
following a second row start. Hen- 
don made it to the checkered flag 
with just 10 seconds to spare on the 
referee’s stopwatch. 

Following Hendon and Hough in 
the first five overall. were Dunlop/ 
Maier/Arai/Answer-backed Brown, 
Missouri Honda rider Timothy 
Newell, and Kawasaki-mounted 
Scott Plessinger. : 

Class winners included North 
Carolina’s Steve McSwain Jr. in the 
Open A class (after Hendon was 
moved out as the overall winner), 

“ Indiana’s Hough. in the 250cc A 
ranks, Kawasaki pilot Kent Stanley 





in the 200cc A class, 125cc A winner 
Robbie Neeley, Four-Stroke A class 
winner Carey Stump, and Senior A 
winner Terry Nealer. Amateur 
winners included Steve McSwain Sr. 
in the Senior B class, Dr. Charles 
Hyde in the Masters ranks, Junior 
champ Buren Hamrick, Open B 
winner Barry Gaston, 250cc B leader 
Steve Ezell, Kawasaki-mounted 
200cc B winner William Barkley, and 
Four-Stroke B Tracy Warrington. 

The start area incorporated a large 
field across the highway and that 
worked down into a long but shallow 
creek-bed stretch. The 250cc A riders 
were the first to be flagged off, with 
the Open A, 125/200cc A, and the 
rest of the classes going off at one- 
minute intervals. 

Cagiva-mounted Aaron Hough 
was the first rider into the water at 
the start of the 250cc A class. The 
Indiana rider was followed closely by 
Lojak and Brown, while Plessinger, 
Kurt Hough, Newell, and Kawasaki 
rider Jim Stanfield scattered among 
the top 10. 

The 125cc A/200cc A line was led 
by BT Racing/Acerbis-backed Davey 
Coombs with Team Green's Neeley 
a close second. On lap three of the 
race, just past the halfway mark, 
Kawasaki's Jeff Fredette moved by 





Kurt Hough, from Indiana, piloted 
his Kawasaki to second overall. 





both riders for the lead and looked 
in control of the class, but a late 
charge by Neeley gave the North 
Carolina rider his second series win 
in as many 125ce A outings. Loui- 
siana’s Tim Singleton, BT Racing’s 
Dave Fallas, and Ohio Yamaha rider 
Joe Krivesti rounded out the top five. 

Coombs, competing in the 200cc 
A class, led the class the entire race 
until losing his seat a mile into the 
last lap. The steady Kent Stanley kept 
things together long enough to move 
by and claim the class win. Behind 
Coombs came Indiana’s Arnold 
Mulzer, West Virginia’s Buddy West, 
and Honda-mounted David Shelby. 

When the National class leaders 
raced into the special test section at 
the end of lap one it was Brown out 
front with just three seconds to spare 
on Lojak after running a plus-28- 
minute loop. Hough was another 30 
seconds back with Newell on his 
roost. Traffic had cost Hendon 
nearly another 50 seconds, but at the 
check he was up to seventh overall 
and first Open A bike, though 
Zierman was close at hand. 

Brown led the way through the 
next lap, cutting’a minute off of his 
opening lap pace and adding 10 
seconds on Lojak. Hough also held 
steady, though he lost a few more 
yards on the front-runners after 
catching up to. some early lappers. 
Hendon’s movement had him-up to 
fifth, though he too lost time on 
Brown and now sat two full minutes 
off of his added stagger. Trouble on 
the trail dropped Zierman com- 
pletely out of the top 10, allowing 
McSwain to take his place as Open 
A runner-up. 

In the Masters class Dr. Charles 
Hyde and Honda-mounted Charles 
Hawk engaged one another in a race- 
long battle that saw the two finally 
cross the finish line just 10 seconds 


apart — Papa Hyde out front. West. 


Virginia Yamaha pilot Bill Hartsell 
captured third spot in the 50-and- 
Over division. 

By lap three the difficult course 
began to feel the effects of a weekend 
of racing and the trails became 
rougher and tougher. Husqvarna- 
mounted Mark Hyde, runner-up at 
the Wiseco/Suzuki Cross Country 
Series opener in North Carolina, 
pulled out on lap two with a blown 
shock. Scott Summers’ Honda XR 
caught a rock in the back end and 
that forced the thumper pilot out. 
Early Open class leader Stan Lojak 
dropped out temporarily with a 
smashed pipe, as did early 250cc A 
leader Aaron Hough. 





Up front, Ed Lojak. reeled. in 
Brown's Suzuki and came through - 
the check 20 seconds up. Hough was 
now nearly 1:20 back with Hendon 
another 50 seconds back. Newell ran 
fifth after postinga 31:30 minute lap. 

When the leaders came into the 
special test section at the end of lap 
four Lojak was nowhere to be seen. 
The Husky rider had lost a set of 
swingarm bushings out on the trail 
and could not keep the chain on his 
mount. Brown then regained the lead 
and inherited a shortened 30-second 
lead on Hough. While in the pits 
for his only stop Brown complained 
to his crew about a sore throat and 
headache that was slowing him 
considerably. He would lead one 
more lap, his gap on Hough drop- 
ping all the way down to just six 
seconds. 

The white flag came out for the 
front-runners at the conclusion of 
the fifth lap with Brown enjoying 
his last lead. Hough was on his roost, 
and a scheduled pit stop was passed 
up in hopes of shaking Hendon, who 
was now running within the stagger 
at 50 seconds back. Newell continued 
to hang tough two minutes off of 
Hendon’s pace while Plessinger 
finally worked his way back into 
things in fifth after early traffic and 
trouble left him playing catch-up: 
most of the afternoon. $ 

Steve Ezell captured the 59-rider 
250cc B class win with just four 
seconds to spare on Ohio's’ Steve 
Gifford. The Honda-mounted Gif- 
ford ran close to the front on lap one, 
but laps two and three saw Ezell 
move out up front while Gifford held 
fourth. On lap four Missouri’s David 
Miinch came around out front with 
Gifford now second and Ezell back 
to third. But on the lap that counted 
most Ezell moved back into the lead 
and sealed up the win with just four 
seconds to spare on Gifford. Miinch 
held on to third with Pennsylvania’s 
Buddy Norton and Honda-mounted 
Carlo Cracchiolo rounding out the 
top five. 


Early in the final lap Hough 
moved around the struggling Brown 
and began a last lap charge that he 
had hoped would pull him away 
from the rapidly closing Hendon. 
Hough came out of the- woods for 
the final section with two lappers 
following, but when the stopwatches 
measured 50 seconds Hendon broke 
from the woods and made a go at 
the checkered flag. Already across the 
line, Hough could only sit and watch 
for a mistake by Hendon that would 
never occur. The official time of 
arrival left Hendon with exactly 10 
seconds to spare. Brown rounded the 
barrels another minute down with 
Newell plus-three minutes back. 
Plessinger finished next, with Mis- 
souri's: Jim Stanfield sixth overall 
and McSwain seventh. Rounding 
out the top 10 overall were Ohio 
Yamaha pilot Gene O’ Nail, Pennsy]- 
vania’s Duane Conner, and Georgia 
Suzuki pilot Bryan Adams. e

Family racing: Cagiva style

In this movie I am making up beneath these 
California palms there are three Americans 
at a table outside a cafe by a lake in Italy. 
Lake Varese near Milano. It is morning, and 


vapors rise from its still waters, 
making the scene misty and 
composed in the fashion of a 
rare painting. The men — who 
refer to themselves as Randy, Jim, 
and George — speak in a vernacular 
that now and then portrays, well, 
certain life procedures. The topic, 
though not nearly all of what is said 
can be heard, has something to do 
with the art and enterprise of motor- 
cycle road racing. 

Randy Mamola. Jim Doyle. 
George Vukmanovich. Half of the 
players in this six-character film of 
mine — names indelibly known to 
the sport. Mamola: bulletproof four- 
time World Championship runner- 
up, Grand Prix road race star since 
1979. Doyle: U.S. Air Force fighter 
pilot turned airline captain, mentor- 
manager of first Kenny Roberts and 
then Randy Mamola. Vukmanovich: 
incurable race lover and master 
mechanic, vowed to tune the new 
500cc Cagiva V4 to sing the blues 
for Japan. And now, my imaginary 
camera pans to see three more enter 
this lakeside scene. Raymond Roche: 


the quiet Frenchman, Cagiva’s 
number two GP team rider. Peter 
Ingley: the Brit, former Dunlop 
wizard and now Pirelli motorcycle 
race tire engineer. And Monean 
Sawyier: the American Mom and 
indispensable secretary, bookkeeper 
and exhilarating breath of spring. 
Five guys and a gal out to change 
a more or less pre-announced road 
racing history. 

And, making it quite explicit at 
the outset of this movie, these slices 
of reality within a frame of theater, 
there will be two statements herewith 
— and these two only — concerning 
last fall’s dramatic breach between 
Kenny and Randy that saw not only 
a longtime friendship disintegrate, 
but also the end of a potent coalition. 
The first statement was voiced to me 
by Mamola himself early last month: 
“My personal feeling about Kenny 
Roberts is that the man is unbeliev- 
able to watch and to race against, 
but he needs some experience as far 
as running a team.” The other 
observation was also made recently, 
by Jim Doyle: “You don’t tell 
somebody that’s been three times 


number two in the world, just about 
to become the fourth time number 
two in the world — and, at that point 
in time, the possibility of being 
World Champion — how to ride his 
motorcycle when you've been retired 
for four years. No way on God’s 
green earth would Randy Mamola 
accept that! And he didn’t. So that 
was destined to fail, that program.” 

And now that that commentary is 
over-and-out, so to speak, we'll get 
right to the point of my sixfold 
profile flick — that is, to take a fresh- 
from-the-box look at the 1988-89 
Cagiva Fl Team and see what shakes 
with this starring sextet. Or — How 
this Halfdozen and their mates plan 
to hammer their bright new Italian 
halfliter sword into something 
awesome. 

Imagine, if you will, that the 
camera, this device of mine, now 
focuses on Monean Sawyier as-she 
begins to speak. “It’s such a chal- 
lenge,” she says, in actuality, 
“because everything is so new. But 
because it is so new, and because 
there is so little confidence from the 
media in what Cagiva can do and 
what Pirelli can do, is what makes 
it exciting — and that’s why everyb- 
ody’s pulling together and giving it 
everything they’ve got to show 
everyone we can do it.” 

The camera swings to Jim Doyle 
again now, as he explains the genesis 
of the Cagiva deal. Jim is an amazing 


narrator, and when he speaks, it’s as 
if he were living it all over again 
right there in front of you. 

“Randy said to me,” Doyle begins, 
“‘Jim, Gianfranco Castiglioni 
offered me a ride on Cagiva motor- 
cycles.’ Randy said, ‘What do you 
think?’ He just planted that seed for 
a while, and I said, ‘I don’t, Randy. 
I really don’t know anything about 
Cagiva.’ I said, ‘What do you think?’ 
And Randy said, ‘I’d like to think 
about it, I’d like to consider it.’ So, 
I was talking to Suzuki, I was talking 
to Rothmans Honda, I had a lot of 
things going on. I had a lot of good 
offers that people will never know 
about. Randy Mamola was not 
desperate. Quite the contrary. I saw 
an opportunity for Randy and me 
to have more control over our 
destinies, whether we had the top 
Honda bike, Yamaha bike, or Suzuki 
bike, or whatever. With the Cagiva 
bike: we could control our own 
destiny for the year or two years. And 
we could make out of it as much as 
could be made out of it. Not money- 
wise, I’m talking about careerwise. 
I’m talking about riding, and I’m 
talking about finishing, and I’m 
talking about winning, and losing. 
And being in charge — that’s what 
I’m really talking about — is being 
in charge. And we are in charge.” 

Randy Mamola — composed and 
bright. and alive with objectives — 
says: “Another way it made me look 





at it, is that I could push myself even 
harder on my off-season, which I 
have. And push myself even harder 
this season, which I plan on doing. 
And with a close-knit family team. 
Before I signed with Cagiva, I said 
that I needed total support. I mean, 
if there’s anything wrong and I feel 
it has to be changed, you guys have 
to go get it, to make me happy. 
Whatever I need that’s going to have 
to make this team happy, we’ve got 
to do it if we want to win.” ; 

OK then. Let’s strike the Italia 
cafe-and-lake set and move every- 
thing, everything — lights, camera, 
people, the works! — all to the U.S. 
of A. To Laguna Seca Raceway! 

It is a test day here on California’s 
Monterey Peninsula and Team Cag- 
iva owns the place, this road race 
course due April 10 to host the first 
FIM Grand Prix races in more than 
20 years in this country. No, the big 
red Cagiva transporter that you'll see 
in Europe isn’t present, but the 
smaller trucks and paddock tent are. 
Along with Randy’s and Raymond’s 
bikes, and the crates of spares and 
precision machinery and gleaming 
tools and the whole rossa-hued 
Cagiva contingency — plus Randy’s 
motorhome and Jim’s silver 1988 
560SEC Mercedes office and tele- 
phone booth. And George. George 
Vukmanovich! Randy’s chief tuner. 

‘Tm married. I have two kids. 
You'd never know it,” says George, 
not here, not at Laguna, but at 
Cagiva North America in Gardena, 
a suburb of L.A., a week later, on 
lunch-break, when he isn’t concen- 
trating on Randy’s bike, when he’s 
not involved. Because George Vuk- 
manovich is not a guy you walk up 
to while he’s working on a Grand 
Prix motorcycle and say to him, 
“Hey, I'm a journalist and would 
like some of your time.” Not if you 
ever want to talk to George again, 
that is. Not that George is 
unfriendly, because he’s deep down 
one of the warmest, most caring 
people I’ve ever gotten to know. But 
he’s got priorities. And price. 

“Six-years-old,”’ he goes on, talk- 
ing about his oldest in a room next 
to the engine shop. “And the other 
one’s going to be one year the 15th 
of this month. Both boys. The one 
lived in Europe ’84, 85 and ’86, my 
wife and my little boy. And then she 
got pregnant, that was another 
reason to quit, everything wasn’t 
going right with the Freddie 
(Spencer) deal, so I say, “This is a 
good time!’ She was pregnant, we 
came home, had the baby, worked 
at a normal job, and then I figured 
I had enough of that. I just can’t do 
that. I just can’t work 9 to 5.” 

Hell no, George can’t. But he can 
work on race motorcycles from 
midnight to midnight, and on to 
noon, and to midnight again if he 
has to. I recall Laguna’s testing, and 
tell George I’ve never seen anybody 
take a bike apart and put it back 
together again as swiftly as he can. 

“Oh, I’m not no Speedy Gon- 
zales,” Vukmanovich, who is first 
generation Yugoslav, says, laughing 
quickly and infectiously. “I’m still 
learning with this thing because 
we've been doing a lot of testing and 
a lot of stuff, and I’ve been trying 
to learn. Learning sometimes you 
don’t learn by doing, but by standing 
back and watching what’s going on. 
I have to learn all these people. To 
me it’s important to know every 
person on the team, what they’re 
capable of doing and what they’re 
not capable of doing. You don’t want 
to ask the wrong guy to do something 
that he’s not capable of doing. It’s 
a matter of studying people along 
with learning a motorcycle. To me 
that’s very, very important. 

“They keep their nose to the

grindstone,” George says. about 
Cagiva’s people, people he’s come to 
have real admiration for. “I hope I 
can just help get them in the right 
direction a little bit to make the bikes 


really good. I want to see them . 


achieve. I’ve always been interested 
in the outside.” 

George, you determine pronto, is 
for the outsider, for those who have 
to fight something on the Grand Prix 
circuit as big as Big Japan itself. 

“A couple guys have come and 
tried, but nobody’s come even close 
to succeeding. I'd like for somebody 
to say one day that Cagiva’s a threat 
to win a Grand Prix. People say it 
out of enthusiasm now, but I want 
somebody to say that, yeah! — 
Cagiva can win this race.just like 
they say Honda can win this race! 


That would be nice. And it would 
be nice to be a part of it, because 
it’s different. 

“I feel like I’ve already done two 
seasons, and I’m going to take these 
first two races as they come — and 
whatever happens, happens. And 
then stop and sit down and we'll 
think about where we’ve got to go. 
But everybody says, ‘Cagiva people, 
they just want to win a race!’ But 
I feel if you can win one race you 
can-win two, and if you can win two 
you can win 10, and if you can win 
10 you can win them all. You know, 
it’s not impossible. So then you can 
win a World Championship. It’s all 
relevant, to me. Randy’s tops, he 
wants to win races. He’s always 
wanted to be champion. I remember 
when he first came to Europe and

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he finished second a couple years in- 
a-row, and he said that’s OK, I’m 
young and I’ve got time. Well, he’s 
not so young anymore and I don’t 
know how much more time he’s got. 
But I know he wants to win. He’s 
got a 110-percent commitment right 
now, I mean he’s done everything 
that you can do. He’s got trainers, 
he’s got people to help him in every 
aspect of help you can have for races, 
probably more than most people can 
even dream of. He’s got somebody 
to help him with any type of problem 
he has, not only the motorcycle, his 
physical body, his mind, everything, 
and that’s important.” 

The next scene in this traveling 
Cagiva movie I’m splicing is Lag- 
una Seca again, between GP bike test 
laps — an interior shot of Randy in 
his motorhome finishing a poor-boy 
sandwich. There are people waiting 
to talk to him hanging around 
outside, so it’s good to be inside. 
Even if you have to share the time 
with some reporter who’s gotta ask 
Randy what rostrum means. And one 
of the beautiful parts about Mamola 
is, he doesn’t climb down the repor- 
ter’s throat for not knowing. Randy 
doesn’t even snicker. Or bat an eye. 
Because it never occurs to Mamola 
to insult anybody. One and all, he 
looks you right in the eye and flat 
says it, and explains it. Like when 
I want to find out more about 
Randy’s physical fitness program 
that Dean Miller at Sport Health has 
him on — a major key to Mamola’s 
riding strength, mental and physical. 

“They really tried pushing me on 
the cardio-vascular thing,” Randy 
says, sharing his attention between 
me and this other guy, the reporter 
writing on the big yellow pad, 
“because my physical body is prob- 
ably fairly strong compared to the 
other racers, compared to 80-percent 
of them. I’ve always been fairly 
strong since I started Grand Prix 
racing. Eddie Lawson and the other 
top riders are strong, but they all rely 
a lot on their cardio-vascular, more 
so than muscle work. And where we 
have to go where there’s a lot of 
muscle, I know that Eddie starts to 
hurt. Wayne Gardner’s another 
little-bit of a muscular guy, and who 
forces the bike around like I do. 
Certain race tracks you’ll get away 
with it, and other race tracks you 
have to have the muscle. But what 
Dean Miller did, he got me on this 
program this year, and I’ve lostabout 
10 pounds, and I’m stronger. I’m 
about 70-percent stronger. And, I 
started running six miles a day, 
starting out doing eight-minute 
miles. Then I got it down to where: 
my first mile was a five-minute-20, 
and the rest were six-minute miles. 
Anything that’s competitive makes 
it more competitive, so I race against 
the stopwatch every time. 

“Normally what happens in the 
season is that we, the riders, we all 
live in these types of motorhomes, 
side-by-side. We watch each others’ 
videos, we have good times.. The 
beginning of my career I didn’t have 
to do a damn thing. I didn’t have 
to lift a finger, and I could rely on 
my youth. Right now I’m 28, but you 
can feel the age when age starts to 
take over and you have to push 
yourself to get to that level. Which 
to me is fine because later on in life 
I'll appreciate it that I kept with 
racing and that I kept pushing 
myself, instead of just slacking off. 

“A lot of people say that I should 
get a gym closer to my house. But 
I enjoy the time it takes me to get 
in my car and drive an hour — I 
do a lot of thinking when I’m on 
my own, about business and about 
my racing. And while I’m at home 
there’s friends, there’s television, 
there’s all this to get caught up in. 
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Tire engineer Peter Ingley shifted from Dunlop to Pirelli and is working 
closely with the Cagiva team. “‘It’s an incredible challenge,” says Ingley. 





But when I take off, I have my 
portable telephone with me. If they 
want to get ahold of me they can get 
ahold of me. But it gives me two- 
and-a-half hours of driving alone, 
three times a week — 680 right 
through to Concord, so it’s a nice 
drive, quiet.” 

Besides racing motorcycles for 
more than half his life, (his first race 
was a dirt track at Hollister Hills in 
home-state California), Randy Mam- 
ola is a sworn car nut. He owns 
Porsches, immaculate street rods, 
Mercedeses. Cars to him are private 
and special things, neat little rooms 
in which to escape to your own mind. 
Jim Doyle’s precisely the same way. 
And if we truck our make-believe 
movie camera and sound gear over 
from Mamola’s motorhome to 
Doyle’s Mercedes, we'll find Jim on 
the phone wearing his “Top Gun” 
United Airline’s cap, just finishing 
a call across some ocean. 

James Doyle, who with Randy 
Mamola heads R.M. Promotions 
Incorporated, has a fascinating 
history. F-84 fighter pilot. Motorcy- 
cle road racer. 747 international pilot 
for Pan American. Practically a 
father to young Kenny Roberts and, 
later, to the beginning Randy Mam- 
ola. Now a “very senior” captain for 
United, flying one of the hottest new 
passenger jets in our domestic skies 
— Boeing’s 737-300 “Glass Cockpit” 
ship with course-finding on-board 
computer. Basically, Doyle's a sharp- 
as-they-come gentleman who leads 
two non-stop lives, each as vital, each 
feeding the other with a balance of 
utter enthusiasm. But you really 
gotta hear it from Jim Doyle himself. 
Camera and sound rolling. Action! 

“I used to race with Ron Grant 
in the 250 class,” says Doyle. “Ron 
used to build the bikes and we would 
go racing in the AFM, and we went 
racing in the AMA. I was preparing 
for the Daytona race, and we went 
up to Vacaville. The track now is 
just a housing complex, but there 
used to be a little track up there, and 
I wanted to check the 250 Suzuki out 


* — and we had some tires up there 


for testing, and we were getting our 
act together, finishing up the after- 
noon. And I said, ‘Well — I'll take 
five more laps.” And he said, “This 
tire is really worn out here, you better 
change it.’ I said, ‘I can get five more 
laps on it, just let me get going.’ 
Mark Brelsford had just pulled in, 
and I said, ‘Just let me get five more 
laps then we'll go home.’ Well, I 
came off real hard in a sweeping turn 
up there, and in fact it’s led me to 
always tell all the riders — I told 
Kenny when he was a young boy, 
I told Randy when he was young — 
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bikes.’ So I went over and watched 
him ride and I was really impressed 
at how well this kid rode. And he 
said his name was Kenny Roberts. 
“So I watched him and thought, 
gee, Id like to put this kid on my 
bikes and let him ride some flat track 
and just help him out a little bit. 
Because I was told his parents didn’t 
have very much. So I went over and 
met them, and I said, ‘You can see 
that I can’t ride. Well, I’ve got a lot 
of motorcycles, I’ve got some nice 
stuff, and I'll pay the way and take 
your boy and we’ll go racing. We’ll 
go see what kind of a job he can do.’ 
I wasn’t flying then because of my 
injuries, and I had 14 months off of 
flight, and in that time I worked with 
Kenny on a full time basis. I’d take 
him down on Wednesday or Thurs- 
day to LA,- we’d hit Gardena, we'd 
run the TT and then we'd also run 
a short track every Friday and 
Saturday at Ascot. And then we hit 
a few races on the way back. We 
caught all the events we could. And,

I said when you fall down, I suggest 
you stay still. Lay still until someone 
comes: up and raps on your helmet, 
and see how fast you’re running or 
if you're standing still before you try 
and get up. Because / tried to get up, 
and in racing your mind is going 
so fast, my mind said I had stopped 
— and I stuck my left foot out to 
stand up and snapped it right at the 
ankle. I was still sliding!” 

After his Vacaville crash he headed 
— where else would Jim Doyle go?! 
— to the big track at Daytona. “A 
very important person went to 
Daytona with me that a lot of people 
in motorcycling know, and that was 
a young kid called Kenny Roberts. 
And I was running around in a 
wheelchair right after I got out of 
the ‘hospital, in 1969. I was going 
to races, of course, watching races, 
because I had.a stable of motorcycles 
but I couldn’t ride them and they 
were just sitting and rusting away. 
And some friend said, ‘Jim why don’t 
you sponsor somebody?’ Well, I'd 
never given that a thought. The 
farthest thing from my mind was to 
sponsor some kid on riding my 
motorcycle. J want to ride the motor- 
cycle, I didn’t want somebody else 
to ride it. But I knew I couldn’t. So, 
what the heck, I’ll find somebody 
and let him ride for a while. And 
I don’t even know who, somebody 
just in conversation said, “There’s a 
little kid over in Modesto that all he 
does is ride a little homemade bike 
and he runs around and he’s riding 
all these tracks, but he’s beating some 
of the older guys in the Sportsman 
class. He’s just doing a heck of a job, 


so maybe you can put him on the 
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as a matter of fact, we caught enough 
that Kenny was in.contention for the 
Novice National Championship. 
Then we got serious and ,really 
worked hard at it. And we got him 
the Novice National Championship 
on my motorcycles. That was in the 
AMA Novice division in flat track 
and TT.” 

Doyle keeps right on talking, even 
though my invisible camera has run 
out of film by now. But he’s great 
to listen to because he was there with 
these legends! “We didn’t do much 
road racing with Kenny at that time. 
It was easier to get to the flat track 
events and the TTs. But going back 
just a little on that, I asked Kenny 
if he’d like to try a little road racing, 
and he thought that was kind of neat, 
so I said, ‘Why don’t you go to 
Daytona with me? I’m going to race 
Daytona and you can ride out with 
me. And I’ve got two bikes.’ So we 
went there and we practiced and we 
had problems, mechanically, and my 
bike seized on the high banking and 
I came through the pack and came 
down and rolled into the infield and 
put it up against the chain-link fence 
in the center of Daytona. And I said, 
‘Someone is telling me I had better 
quit racing. I was looking to stop 
right then and there! So I thought, 
this little kid rides well, he’s doing 
a good job. So, in essence, for years 
I’ve said that about Kenny, and now 
I say it about Randy — when I 
manage these guys, I get so involved 
and engrossed in the thing for the 
simple reason that it’s really me 
that’s racing.” 

And at Laguna Seca here, on the 
old course — a month ago now, 
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before Suzuki and his DNF there — 
Randy is out running on the GP 
Cagiva, that two-stroke engine wind- 
ing so exquisitely and echoing up 
the back straight and onto the hill, 
the sound going away, then coming 
back again off the Corkscrew and the 
bike flying through the downhills 
and out of old Turn Nine, and then 
Randy is up on his rear wheel and 
screaming over the top and on to 
another lap again. Pirelli’s Peter 
Ingley had Mamola on his watch. 
Sure, a couple of seconds off the track 
record. But this is testing, testing, 
testing. Testing endurance and tires. 
It’s Peter Ingley’s turn to talk. 

“Pingley” to the team and his 
friends is a familiar and valuable 
sidekick to Randy and Jim .and 
George. They’ve been doing this 
racing scene together for years. And 
now Peter has stepped over from 
Dunlop to Pirelli for his first season 
with this new motorcycle race track 
radial tire that has the whole GP 
crowd watching. 

“It’s a big culture shock!” Pirelli’s 
Ingley tells me — my omnipresent 
camera! my curious glass eye and 
oxide ear! — between Randy Mam- 
ola’s and Raymond Roche’s Team 
Cagiva test lap go-bys. “GP motor- 
cycle racing has been dominated for 
so long now by Japanese manufac- 
turers that it will create a lot of 
interest. It’s an incredible challenge. 
That’s the most interesting part of 
the whole project for myself. I enjoy 
a challenge, and this is it.” I query 
Peter if runnifi® the new Pirelli on 
only one team might be considered 
a limiting hindrance to develop- 
ment. “‘I’ve heard that said recently,” 
Peter answers in his measured British 
calm, “But I was in exactly the same 
situation last year with Dunlop and 
Team Lucky Strike Roberts. We 
didn’t have too much problem 
there.” 

Was that the only team that carried 
Dunlop? — I want to know. “The 
only top team,” says Ingley — 
Pingley now, with Cagiva and Pirelli 
now, with the Italians now. “I don’t 
consider it to be a negative. To me 
it’s positive. It enables us to concen- 
trate 100-percent — resources, tests, 
mental ability, everything. We don’t 
have any distractions. We don’t have 
other commitments. We don’t have 
15 teams who want the latest 
development tire. All we have to do 
is work with Cagiva. And these 
people are very professional. There’s 
no drama, there’s no panic around 
this organization. Everybody just gets 
on and does the work. I have a lot 
of respect for George Vukmanovich. 
And I’ve known and worked with 
Jim as long as I’ve known and 
worked with Randy. That goes back 
many, many years.” 

Peter thinks for a minute, thinking 
about people — because this Ingley 
is a philosophical person. He 
extracts their values and holds them 
close to what he obviously regards 
as purpose in life. And then through 
that measured tone of his he finishes 
what he has to say — “Randy is 
professional in everything he does. 
He’s very generous, a very caring 
human being. He’s a rare man, 
really.” 

Both Cagivas are in, then out 
again, and back in, all morning it 
goes this way. Luigi Bernardoni, a 
remarkable analyst who’s moved 
over from Formula One race cars, 
asks and listens and writes down 
feedback from both team riders, 
while Peter adds to his clipboard 
with the same inquiring consistency. 
And George moves around and over 
the bikes in a way that appears 
absolutely effortless, not a step 
wasted, nothing hurried, nothing 
lagging. Then — Heads up! Randy 
is back in on his bike, not even

getting off this time, and then he’s 
away again, while mechanics do 
something to Raymond Roche’s. 

Raymond and I take the break 
together and go inside Cagiva’s big 
white tent where the clean steel 
machinery and wooden parts crates 
are, and we find a place’ to sit on 
a table. I look at this rider from the 
south of France and see what I believe 
is a knight from the 12th Century, 
such a fierce and noble quiet this 
fellow Roche has about him. And 
when he speaks, it reminds me all 
over again of my film-making years 
with Jean-Claude Killy, when Killy 
was still struggling himself with 
English. “Cagiva is very special,” 
says Raymond now, with such a rich 
accent. “It is a good family. This year 
there are no sponsor. The-big boss 
say, ‘No, I don’t want sponsor!’ 
Because Cagiva is a company of 
‘many companies.’’ Motorcycles, 
engines, locks and latches — Cagiva 
is a European industrial giant, 
making its move on the world 
motorcycle market. 

In the pause, here in the tent, I 
tell Raymond Roche I have a Paso, 
a Ducati Paso. And he lights up, 
racing back to the future from that 
12th Century I had cast him in — 
to today, to now! “Yeah! Me too!” 
he says in a fresh voice. “I like. It’s 
nice, huh? Beautiful! I have one 
Paso, I have one Cagiva 250 moto- 
cross: Rossa, yes. Red. Good bike, 
huh?” And I ask. him about his 
teammate, about the American 
Randy Mamola. “Randy is -a big 
name in Europe. He's good for 
Cagiva. For me it’s no problem. I 
know me, I know him.” Ten minutes 
later, Raymond is out on the track 
again, pulling wheelies himself. He 
had told me he liked best the race, 
and not the practice, not the testing. 
Now he is a knight again. 

And I recall what Randy has 
already told me about teammate 
riders, that separate but united stand 
Mamola takes. “I work fine with 
teammates because I just don’t look 
at them,” Randy says flatly, in no 
way being cruel, rather just entirely 
practical in suiting the way he, 
Mamola, rides and races. Says Randy 
about Raymond, “I can’t extract 
anything from him, unless I learn 
it from him on the race track. 
Whenever they speak, they can speak 
all they want — but what they do 
is what I learn from. The main 
importance of this team, with two 
riders, is the importance that the 


Says Randy Mamola about all this: 
“That goes way back to when I first 
started. My mother and father always 
taught me to be very grateful for what 
I have — two hands and two legs 
and two eyes and a good head on 
my shoulders, and everything that 
works. So ever since then I have been 
very grateful. I’m very grateful for 
what I have, and what I’ve come 
about to receive through my racing. 

“A long time ago I remember at 
the Cow Palace watching my hero 
Kenny Roberts race, and it was hard 
to get an autograph from him, 
because he was very busy and there 
was a lot of people around him at 
the time, and it was just unheard of 
to try to get his autograph. And I 
said, if I reversed the role, I'd like 
to give that kid that autograph. 
Because later on that will mean that 
much to him.” 

Now in his late 20s Randy is 
constantly thinking about kids, and 
how to make them happy. He's 
worked for years with the Crippled 
Children’s Society, and now is cam- 
paigning worldwide for Save The 
Children. “It’s here in America, it's 
throughout Europe and England.” 
Princess Anne is a well known 
patron of Save The Children. “I met

correct information gets back to the 
people who can use that, and that’s 
the mechanics.” 

“For Randy,” says George Vukma- 
novich, down at Cagiva in Gardena, 
“the bike’s a tool. He treats it like 
a tool, he takes care of it, doesn’t 
abuse it. He has a lot of respect for 
it. His attitude toward the motocycle 
is fantastic. You’d never see Randy 
smash a gas tank or get mad and 
jump off a bike. I’ve seen bikes blow 
up underneath him and he comes 
back, after the race, and he says, 
‘Sorry.’ And I say, ‘Sorry for what?’ 
He crashed Tuesday (March 8) at 
Laguna (a mean highsider in Turn 
Eight) and he said he was sorry. And 
I said, ‘For what? Did you crash on 
purpose?’ Of course he didn’t. That’s 
Just part of the job. His father taught 
him that very well. 

“He was so young when he started, 
Randy learned to grow up through 
the motorcycle,” George goes on. “If 
he studied in school good, he got to 
race his bike. And all he wanted to 
do was be on the bike, so he learned 
to be how his father wanted him to 
be. And his bike was his reward. And 
so his father instilled a lot of respect 
in this motorcycle, as something 
special for Randy. And believe it or 
not, when he gets on it, it’s not a 
job, it’s pleasure. I mean, he loves 
to ride that bike. And I don’t think 
there’s a lot of guys that love to ride 
the bike. Randy comes home and he 
rides street bikes. He likes bikes, 
period, that’s it.” 


Princess Anne and I handed her a 
check for $19,300 a couple of months 
ago. And now it’s up to — with just 
my name alone, holding special 
events, giving time off of my free time 
— we've got it up to almost $50,000. 
And this year I’m going to hold a 
couple raffles and sell a poster of me 
and the Cagiva and I think I can earn 
about $200,000 for this charity. The 
reason why I’m pushing so hard for 
Save The Children, it not only 
benefits the children of my home 
country, but the world where I race, 
where I extract money. So I am 
esSentially giving back to the world:”’ 
/ And my unseen motion picture 
camera is rolling. This time on 
Monean, meticulously painting 
black drop shadows behind the 
Cagiva on Randy’s tank. Getting 
ready for the still photographers who 
are on the way in droves. Getting 
ready for the hectic promotional side 
of this sport that is so time- 
consuming and sometimes contro- 
versial, but always so vital in the 
overall package that makes the whole 
wide road racing world live and 
breathe and continue. And grow. 
“It’s very rare,” Jim Doyle says of 
what he claims is the biggest money 
contract ever written in the>motor- 
cycle racing industry — his and 
Randy’s contract with Cagiva’s 
Gianfranco and Claudio Castiglioni, 
the megawealth company family 
that loves motorcycles, the brothers 
who George Vukmanovich enjoys so 
much and says would probably 


spend their last dollar on motorcycle 
racing. “The Castiglioni brothers 
will do anything within reason — 
anything we ask. We won't ask for 
anything that’s not within reason. So 

I can say, ‘They will do anything.’ 
And they have a lot of respect for 
me, a lot of respect for Randy. And 
they know that we know what we're | 
doing. ; 

“We've been at this a long time. 
If there is any chance for the Cagiva 
motorcycle to win a Grand Prix, 
Randy Mamola will do it. If there’s 
any chance for the Cagiva motocycle 
to be the World Championship 
motorcycle, Randy Mamola will also 
put it there. He’s their best bet. He’s 
been on all the factories, the teams. 
He’s ridden the factory stuff, he’s 
ridden factory stuff since he started! 
He’s ridden factory stuff since the 
70s! And I said to Randy, ‘I think 
you'll become a part of a very great 
family, and I think that for the rest 
of your life, if you work with them, 
they will see that you're taken care 
of.’ And I believe that today. I believe 
that Randy Mamola is part of the 
Castiglioni family.” 

And now, at Laguna Seca, Mamo- 
la on his Cagiva goes out again — 
this time wearing a video “chip” 
camera, and 10-pound VCR on his 
back! Not something I would ever 
want to do! Even if I would or could 
ride a GP machine. But his helmet 
camera view is Pheee-Nom-Ah-Nul! 
Up over Turn One Hill! And now 
— not Laguna’s Old Course — but 
diving deep left onto the New Loop 
and taking those 40-foot wide 
sweepers around and back up the hill 
again, the race track edges blurring 
past. You are the Grand Prix racer 
now. Riding his bike. The Cork- 
screw throws your horizon back and 
forth in roller coaster madness. Then 
another bridge zips overhead like a 
jets shadow and you are downhill 
and hungover for Big Turn Ten ` 
(used to be eight), through it, and 
raking heavily for 11. And now the 
Start-Finish straight! And you see 
your front wheel come up and for 
this amazing few seconds you are 
Randy Mamola, at his track, doing 
his signature kind of riding. 

Randy Mamola — the Italian and 
Portuguese decent American from 
Woodside, California — could win 
the World Championship. This year. 
Next year. He could. And might. Jim 
again: “Throw a little luck in there 
— that’s right! He certainly could. 
He has no intentions, no intentions, 
of giving up — to anybody. He’s got 
a burning desire to go fast, to win 
races, and show the world that he 
has not retired. You see a lean mean 
machine. And he’s mentally ready. 
He’s hard as a rock. I don’t think 
you can shoot through him. He’s 
that tough right now.”’ 

It’s an exciting sport full of excited 
people with exciting comments. But 
this is exactly as it should be. The 
very nature of Grand Prix motorcycle 
racing is to extend the limits, ours 
and our machines, and then to find 
out what happens. Taking steps, 
doing the unusual, the risky, is at 
the very heart and soul of this 
competition. 

“I think it’s a great step,” says 
Randy Mamola of his ride with 
Cagiva, ‘‘Mainly because it’s a 
challenge. It’s a challenge for the 
world, it’s a challenge for the indus- 
try. And*what I fight for is not just 
for myself. I fight for motorcycle 
racing.” 

“Cut!” I tell my imaginary camera 
crew. “And let’s print it.” 

On Varese’s shore near Milano, 
hard by the Cagiva factory where 
Randy’s and Raymond’s GP bikes 
are made, the lake mist rises on 
another new day of great expec- 
tations. e

Getting one step closer

Eyeing the 1988 Suzuki RM125J for the 
first time you might say to yourself, “It’s 
just the same ol’ motorcycle,” especially 
when it’s standing right next to its all-new 


and completely revised big 
brother RM250J on the show- 
room floor. You might think 
that Suzuki put all of its 
attention into the 250 and totally 
forgot about the smaller-bore 125. 
Although it is true that Suzuki’s top 
priority in 1988 was improving the 
250, the 125 also got its fair share 
of changes. 


But were they enough? 

When changes were made for ’88, 
most of the attention went to the 
125’s blue-painted, six-pedal reed- 
valve, AETC power-valve motor. To 
be more specific, Suzuki wanted to 
dig up more midrange out of the 
motor, and to achieve this, the 
power-valve has been modified, 
porting specs have been changed and 
a new flat-top piston is used. To 


complement these changes, a new 
exhaust pipe has been designed with 
a shorter extruded aluminum body 
silencer and longer lasting, dual- 
stage packing. 

One of the biggest changes to the 
Suzuki’s powerplant is an all-new 
carburetor. The 35mm Mikuni carb, - 
called the TMX, has a new crescent- 
shaped slide. The slide is designed 
to enhance flow by reducing turbu- 
lence, thus improving throttle 
response, making it quicker and 
crisper. It has also been designed to 
be easier to work on, which it is. 

Some effort went into reducing 
vibration. The crank is rebalanced, 
and the exhaust pipe has an addi- 
tional mounting bracket. 

The six-speed transmission has 
been modified to fully take advan- 
tage of the Suzuki’s different power- 
band. It now has a wider primary 
drive and first and second gear ratios. 
The clutch has been beefed up by 
adding two more clutch plates to 
reduce slippage. 

The kickstarter lever and kickstar- 
ter gear ratio have been changed to 
improve starting ease. 

Chassis alterations are few. The 
most notable change is the swap 
from a rear drum brake to a disc (8.7- 
inch). The front 9.5-inch twin-piston 
disc brake has new piston seals, 
different disc material and pad 
material. The cable is made out of 
low-expansion composite, and the 
rear caliper is protected by an 
aluminum guard. 

Up front, the Kayaba cartridge 
fork received moderate changes, such 
as heavier fork springs and different 
valving. The 43mm fork has 20 
external compression and rebound 
damping settings, and 12.2 inches of 
wheel travel. 

The Full-Floater rear suspension 
features only shock changes. The 
piggyback Kayaba shock has a new 
Remote Control Unit compression 
damping adjuster, which means that 
damping adjustment changes are 
more sensitive; plus, there’re more 
mid- to high-range shock compres- 
sion adjustments. Low-speed com- 
pression damping valving has been 
reworked for smoother action. The 
shock linkage ratios are the same as 
last year’s. 

Maintenance has been much 
improved by changing just one thing 
— the chain adjusters. The chain

adjuster bolts are no longer those 
oversized 30mm type, which would 
require nothing but a socket to 
tighten and loosen the bolts. The 
bolts are small enough now that a 
wrench can get the job done. 











The Suzuki has an all-new 35mm 
TMX Mikuni carburetor with a 
cresent-shaped slide. Throttle 
response is quicker and crisper. 





Does it roost? 

The Suzuki isn’t going to win any 
horsepower awards in 1988, but it has 
“enough power to keep most riders 
happy. Even though the RM isn’t the 
horsepower king, it does have a 
powerband that’s enjoyable to live 
with. Low-end response is okay, 
good enough to blast out of turns 
quickly with a quick fan of the 
clutch. It’s in the middle of the 
powerband where the RM really 
hooks up. Keep the Suzuki in the 
middle of the powerband and it'll 
reward you with fast lap times. Top- 
end is adequate but nothing to get 
excited about. 

The transition from low-end to 
midrange is extremely smooth, mak- 
ing the RM easy to control. Throttle 
response was always spot on. We 
never experienced any hesitation or 
bogging, whatsoever. 

We did, however, suffer engine 





reliability problems with our Suzuki. 
The top-end stuck twice for no 
obvious reason, but further investi- 
gation pointed to jetting. The RM 
comes jetted for warm weather riding 
when the air is thin (thus causing 
it to carburate richer), but both times 
our Suzuki seized when it was rather 
cool, which means the bike was 
running leaner, a little too lean in 
our case. Also, the Suzuki takes 
longer to reach prime operating 
temperatures than most 125s and is 
subject to cold-seizures. Both times 
our Suzuki’s top-end stuck within 
the first 10 minutes of riding. The 
Suzuki is sensitive to jetting changes. 

The Suzuki's transmission is next 
to flawless. The shiftlever is easy to 
find and missed shifts were extremely 
rare. Clicking through the gears with 
the power on is no problem on the 
RM, with or without the aid of the 
clutch. 

Clutch pull is extremely light, 
much lighter than last year’s RM, 
which is great, since you'll be using 
the clutch a lot on the Suzuki. One 
finger on the lever is plenty to get 
the job done, but both levers (clutch 
and front brake) are positioned a 
little too close to the handlebar. The 
levers bottom out on your knuckles. 
The grips are a little too short, as 
well. 

Once again, the Suzuki’s suspen- 
sion package is superb, even better 
than last year’s. The heavier fork 
springs and valving changes give the 
RM much better feel up front with 
less bottoming. 

The back end matches the front 
with excellent control. The rear 





wheel stays close to the ground and 
rarely hops around exccessively. 
Stability and predictability is the 
Suzuki’s strong point. You can hold 
the throttle open longer and harder 
through a section of gnarly whoops 
than on any other 125cc motocrosser 
we've ridden to date. Even if the 
Suzuki gets a little out of shape, it 
doesn’t take much counter action to 
get the RM back under control. The 
Suzuki is very easy to ride. 

Overall handling is first rate but 
not the best around. The RM turns 
well but you have to keep an eye on 
the back end because of the relatively 
short 56.9 inch wheelbase. If not, the 
rear wheel likes to get a little 
squirrelly by spitting out to the sides 
when powering out of turns. 
Although the Suzuki can cut a fairly 
tight turn, it’s much happier out in 
the berms leaned over with the 
throttle wide open. For taller riders, 
the Suzuki feels a little cramped; it’s 
not uncommon to tangle your knees 
with the handlebars. 

The seat isn’t very comfortable. 
The padding wears out quickly and 
is too thin in the back. 

Hauling the Suzuki in for turns 
is much better now thanks to the 
swap to the rear disc brake and new 
brake pads up front. Power is plen- 
tiful and controllable, although the 
front brake feels a little spongy. 

Everything on the Suzuki works

freely and cleanly. The levers are easy 
to use, requiring hardly any effort, 
the handlebars have a comfortable 
bend and the throttle has a light 
twist, but needs a quick-turn throttle 
housing. 

The RM is one of the most fun 
125s around to ride. Even though its 
overall size is still a tad too small, 
it’s easy to throw around in the turns 
and over the jumps. It’s an excellent 
jumper and very relaxed in the air.

The 1988 Suzuki RM125 might not 
be one of the most exciting MXers 
to come out of Japan this year, but 
it certainly ranks right up there with 
the best of them. It has the suspen- 
sion and handling to conqeur any- 
thing, but the motor lacks that hard- 
hitting punch off the bottom and on 
top that 125s really need. But keep 
the RM revved in the middle of the 
powerband and it'll win races. 

It’s time to start taking the RM 
seriously, again. 2

Preview: 1988 125/250/500cc 
World Championship MX Series 








Gearing up for the 


Grand Prix season 


By Alex Hodgkinson 


The month of April means big happenings 
in European motocross — it’s the start of 
another World Championship GP season. 
It all kicked off April 3 with the 125cc Italian 


GP (see the In The Wind 
section for results of that race), 
then the big guns open fire on 
April 17 with the opening 
rounds of the 250 and 500cc Grand 
Prix Series in France and Austria. 

Motocross GPs generally attract 
much larger crowds than AMA 
outdoor National events in the 
United States, and the most impor- 
tant and watched of all GP MX 
racing is the premier 500cc class. The 
500cc GPs are the most popular 
motocross events in Europe, and lure 
all the big factories and works 
machinery. 

The team to beat in Europe as well 
as in the American round since 1984 
has been HRC (Honda Racing 
Corporation). In theory, HRC lost 
out to three-time World Champion 
Georges Jobe, from Belgium, last 
year, but Jobe received his Honda 
bikes through the official Honda 
team, and his mechanic had work- 
shop facilities at their Belgian base. 
Jobe went on to win the 1987 500cc 
World Championship title for 
Honda and will contend the 125cc 
series in 1988. 

For 1988 HRC will, once again, 
put together a two-man team of two- 
time 500cc World Champion (1985- 
’86) Dave Thorpe and three-time 
World Champion Erik Geboers. 
HRC team manager Steve Whitelock 
has in this pair the winningest riders 
on the circuit. 

The 25-year-old Englishman, 
Thorpe, was leading the 1987 500cc 
GP battle until he got injured, but 
Thorpe is now determined to regain 





his crown. Thorpe’s teammate from 
Belgium, Geobers, has a special 
reason to want the 500cc Champion- 
ship. Last year Geboers added the 
250cc title to his brace of 125cc 
crowns (1982-83) and a victory in the 
500cc class would make him the first 
rider ever to have held World Cham- 
pionship MX titles in all three classes 
(125, 250 and 500cc). 


Kawasaki does, however, have 
more irons in the fire. Despite his 
34 years of age, Sweden’s former 250 
and 500cc World Champion Hakan 
Carlqvist can still beat them all on 
his importer-provided standard 
Kawasaki, while others from last 
year’s top 15 on Kawasakis are 
Italian Claudio De Carli, and Bel- 
gians Jo Martens and Dirk Geukens. 

Yamaha will field 1986 250cc 
World Champion Jacky Vimond, 
from France, who is well on the road 
of recovery after a freak accident 
shortly following his clinching of 
the World Championship. 

The only European factory team 
which is still very much competitive 
with the Japanese factories is KTM 
of Austria, and they, once again, offer 
a large contingent of potential GP 
winners through direct support and 
on modified production bikes, they 
are 1987 bronze medalist Kees Van 
der Ven, 30, from Holland; Leif 
Persson, 24, from Sweden; Jacky 
Martens, 24, from Belgium, and two 
22-year-olds, Italian Romano Nan- 
nini and Englishman Mervyn 
Ansue.

Two American riders are planning 
to compete in the 500cc GPs: Geor- 
gian Billy Liles and Californian 
Goat Breker. Liles had a frustrating 
series last year and placed a dis- 
apointing 15th overall, while Breker 
is going to make his first attempt at 
the title. Breker’s European debut 
this season got off to a great start 
when he won the big race at Beau- 
caire, France. Liles will ride Kawa- 
sakis from the Italian distributor 
again for his own privateer team, 
while Breker’s plans are still 
uncertain. 

Traditionally the most competi- 
tive class has been the 250cc division, 
but the inclusion of non-European 
GPs on the schedule has sent many 
potential competitors to the 500s 
where a top 10 placing against the 
works bikes can bring more publicity 
than third place in the 250s. 

Honda has withdrawn officially 
from this contest after just one 
successful attempt with Geboers, and 
Kawasaki has not been particularly 
interested in the class since Torleif 
Hansen rode for them in the '70s. 
But the two companies are replaced 
by Cagiva and Suzuki. 

The Italian team (Cagiva) puts 
three potential champions into the 
battle with a trio of 23-year-olds: 
Finland’s Pekka Vehkonen (second 
in 1987), Sweden’s Jorgen Nilsson 
(third last year) and Holland’s Gert 
Jan Van Doorn. Suzuki will field 
Britain’s Jeremy Whatley and Amer- 
ican Rodney Smith, 24, from Cali- 
fornia. In 1987, Smith won three of 
the four GP motos in South America 
last year and will ride in the place 
of Italian and 1985 125cc World 
Champion Michele Rinaldi, who 
recently retired. 

As with the 500cc class, KTM has 
the largest interest numerically on 
factory bikes as a result of their policy 
of providing modified bikes to riders 
signed up mainly through impor- 
ters, and they too have an American 
on the team in Trampas (better 
known in the U.S. as Chad) Parker. 
The 19-year-old is from Shreveport, 
Louisiana. F 

KTM’s main riders, however, are 
Swede Peter Hansson and former 
250cc World Champion Heinz Kin- 
igadner. The 28-year-old from Aus- 
tria, Kinigadner, is being supplied 
with full works machinery. 

American Ricky Ryan will ride an 
aluminum-framed Honda from a 
German importer. Other Honda

from Kawasaki. Of Kawasaki's offi- 
cial riders, Britain’s Kurt Nicoll is 
the biggest threat. Currently second 
in the world in the 500cc class, 
Nicoll, 23, has claim to the only 
500cc works Kawasaki in the world, 
and has already proven his speed by 
thrashing arch-rival Thorpe in their 
British Championship clashes in 
recent weeks. 





In recent years Honda has tended 
to rely on its official riders at HRC 
to contest the 500cc series, but 
importers are, once again, being 
encouraged to enter riders and 
several potential top 10 riders on 
Hondas, including top German rider 
Dietmar Lacher, Britain’s Andy 
Nicholls, Mark Banks and Jared 
Smith, plus Finland’s Ismo Veh- 
konen, the 19-year-old cousin of 1985 





riders with a chance of good placing, 
but not of the title, are Mark Smits 
(Holland) and Peter Dirkx (Bel- 
gium), while a host of riders come 
into the same category on other 
machines including Dutchman Leo 
Combee, German riders Roland 
Diepold and Dane Soren Mortensen 
(all riding Kawasakis), Italian 
Michele Fanton and Swedes Anders 
Eriksson and Peter Johansson 





(Yamahas), South African Collin 
Dugmore (Suzuki) and Finland’s

However, the team to beat is 
Yamaha. With 1987 125cc World 
Champion John Van den Berk, the 
senior member of the team at 20, and 
19-year-old Rob Herring, the team 
has two outstanding talents. Both 
have different styles — Dutchman 
Van den Berk is a fighter who grinds 


that the Dutchman Strijbos is still 
a teenager and has been genuinely 
unlucky not to have won three 
instead of just one World Champion- 
ship title to date. 

He dominated the battle last year 
until a double DNF in Finland, and 
Cagiva, once again, looks to him to 
win the crown, which they have 
already held twice. 

Frenchman Bayle emerged onto 
the scene last year and dominated the 


can get anywhere near them. he 
current 500cc World Champion is, 
like Geboers, hoping to become the 
first rider ever to win titles in all three 
classes. 

To race 125s seriously for the first 
time in his career, and that at the 
age of 27 after spending the last four 
seasons predominantly on 500s, is a 
major challenge for the Belgian 
Jobe. He races production Hondas

the opposition into the dirt, while 
English-born Herring, raised in 
South Africa, is at the same time the 
most graceful supercross expert in 
Europe and also the one who falls 
the most often. 

The class which attracts the least 
attention in most countries in 
Europe is the 125cc class, which, 
however, often provides superb 
racing, and some of the contestants 
include two of the most stylish riders 
in Europe — Dave Strijbos and Jean- 
Michel Bayle. 

It is often difficult to remember 





later races as stress affected both 
Strijbos and Van den Berk. It took 
a lot of talking from Roger DeCoster 
and the provision of works machin- 
ery to keep him riding for Honda 
France (though he is in all but name 
an HRC rider). Bayle has the style 
and riding ability which is associated 
with Strijbos until he broke his 
shoulder, and both have good racing 
brains, so a battle royal is promised 
in all 12 GPs. 

The duo is so talented that no one 
except Jobe himself believes that he 





with experienced 125cc compatriot 
Alain Lejeune as teammate. 

Honda has in 19-year-old Dutch- 
man Pedro Tragter another rider 
more likely to-win than Jobe, though 
he is probably not in the same class 
as Strijbos and Bayle. Tragter can 
sometimes pull out startling perfor- 
mances such as his Bologna stadium 
win in December. 

Cagiva also has a back-up rider in 
English Youth Champion Jamie 
Dobb and 29-year-old veteran Mas- 
simo Contini, the only Italian on the 
payroll of the sports department.

Yamaha’s defense of the title rests 
totally on the shoulders of Finland’s 
Mika Kouki, who missed most of last 
year through injury.

Well represented in the other 
classes, KTM places all of its faith 
in 20-year-old California Bobby 
Moore, who has now completed two 
years in Europe and was seventh last 
year on a Honda.

Riding Impression: BMW/FAG ABS 
Motorcycle anti-lock 


brakes now a reality

WEST BERLIN, WEST GERMANY, MAR.24-25 


BMW announced the availability of its anti- 
lock braking system (ABS) for motorcycles 
at a press conference held March 24 in West 
Berlin, Germany. ABS is a proven technol- 


ogy, having been used on cars 
for the past 10 years and on 
airplanes before that, but 
BMW’s motorcycle unit is a 
production first. Honda is reportedly 
testing the British Lockheed electro/ 
mechanical unit, but production is 


not expected to start until at least 
1989. 


Although BMW began testing 
motorcycle ABS when the concept 
was first developed for cars, it wasn’t 
until 1986 that a prototype debuted 
at the Cologne International Bicycle 
and Motorcycle Exhibition. 

A press conference and demonstra- 
tion was held in Anaheim, Califor- 
nia in January of 1987 (though no 
journalists were permitted a test 
ride), and a story detailing the 
workings of the Kugelfischer (FAG)- 
designed unit appeared in the Jan. 
28/Feb. 11, 1987 issue of Cycle News. 
The production start then slated for 
summer of 1987 was delayed until 
now due to extensive long-term 
endurance testing. Early units had 
displayed problems with the elec- 
tronic supervisory system which saw 
the warning lights flash even though 
ABS remained operational. 

Essentially the electro/hydraulic 
BMW/FAG ABS works like this: A 





sensor monitors two 100-tooth 
impulse generator gears on the front 
and rear wheels, comparing their 
speed of rotation and informing the 
computer, located under the seat, 
when a wheel is about to lock. The 
computer then activates one of the 
two (one per wheel) pressure mod- 
ulators, fitted near the footpegs and 
weighing 8.4 pounds each, which 
reduces the hydraulic pressure in the 
corresponding brake cylinder. When 
the danger is past, the modulator 
restores the brake pressure. This

process repeats itself three to seven 
times per second, as long as the rider 
maintains the necessary brake 
pressure. i 

In monitoring the performance of 
the rear wheel, the system also 
evaluates the front wheel to ensure 
that any sudden change at the rear 
wheel caused by throttle reduction 
or shifting gears is not interpreted 
by the computer as braking. 

To prevent the brake lever or pedal 
from pulsating, as is the case with 
cars fitted with ABS, a valve inter- 
rupts the flow of fluid, preventing 
it from returning through the line. 
ABS does not work at speeds below 
four kilometers per hour (2.5 mph). 

Redundant control lines are fitted 
from each of the wheels, operating 
ten seconds at a time, alternately. 
One control line monitors or con- 
trols the system while the other is 
supervised by the Hella central 
processing unit. A warning light on 
the dash alerts the rider if ABS 
becomes inoperable, although the 
standard brakes will continue to 








function normally. A diagnostic 
tester can then be used by any BMW 
mechanic to detect the problem. 

ABS will be an option on all K100 
models worldwide, but will initially 
be limited in the U.S. to the RS- 
model only. According to BMW of 
North America’s Rob Mitchell, there 
will be approximately 500 of these 
imported to the U.S. — all in a 
striking white and blue color scheme 
— to be built during May and June 
before the factory holidays. The 
option will cost about $1200, and 
BMW representatives are quick to 
point out that “ABS costs less than 
most accidents”. 

That BMW has limited ABS in the 
U.S. to its sporting flagship is 
surprising, since at the press confer- 
ence Professor Bernt Spiegel stressed 
that ABS should not be used as a 
performance aid. 

“Motorcycle ABS should serve as 
a safety net for emergencies and safe 
practicing on the road, and should 
not be a tool used by the rider all 
the time,” he said. 

Perhaps the system would better 
fit the RT, whose average touring- 
type rider may be less skillfull than 
a sport rider, has more invested in 
his machine, and is more likely to 
be carrying a passenger. 

The press were taken to Gatow 
Royal Air Force Base for a demon- 
stration and test rides on March 25th. 
A runway was divided into five lanes 
— four of which were covered with 
water and one with sand — and each 
of the journalists present were 
permitted numerous runs at the 
sections. Before allowing the _press 
onto the runway, a BMW test rider 
rode a K100 with outriggers through 
the water and sand with predictable 
results: the non-ABS-equipped 
machine promptly fell onto an 
outrigger under braking, simulating 
a certain crash on a machine not so 
equipped. Regrettably, journalists 
were not permitted to ride the 
outrigger bike. 

The test rider then rode an ABS- 
equipped bike through the hazards 
and, not: surprisingly, came to a 
controlled stop. Observing the test 
rider at slower speeds, one could 
plainly see the spokes of the wheels 
come toa stop, then start to roll again 
as the ABS unit cycled. 

As a testimonial to the effective- 
ness of ABS, there was not a single 
accident, though an American jour- 
nalist did crash a non-ABS equipped 
bike while comparison testing. He 
did not feel, however, that switching 
from an ABS-equipped machine to 
the non-ABS one was responsible for 
the crash; a question that had been 
on everyone’s mind. Whether this

feat would have been repeated by 
another member of the press will 
have to go unanswered, as this was 
the only non-ABS unit present at the 
demonstration. 

The riders were encouraged to 
begin using the rear brake only to 
get the feel of ABS working, and then 
to gradually include the front brake. 
The feeling while using the rear 
brake only is not unlike that which 
occurs when one locks up the rear 
brake of any motorcycle. However, 
the soft suspension and shaft drive 
of the BMW are subject to violent 
forces as the wheel repeatedly stops 
and goes. 

Using the front brake’s ABS, 
however, is different. If ABS is used 
to slow the machine down dramat- 
ically from high speeds, there is 
virtually no sensation of ABS work- 
ing. But as the machine is slowed 
to a stop, a peculiar lurching sen- 
sation develops as the ABS cycles. It’s 
not going to cause a crash, but one 
does need to become accustomed to 
it. j 

Increasing the number of pulses 
per second might eliminate the 
lurching, but BMW has experi- 
mented with pulses of up to 15 cycles 
per second, and found that a max- 
imum of seven works best. Any more, 
and braking distances increase 
unacceptably. 

Surprisingly, there is no pulsing 
sensation delivered back to the brake 
lever or pedal like those that occur 
in a car fitted with ABS. In fact, the 
ABS brakes feel like any others. 
Smooth, sure stops can be made on 
dry pavement without using the ABS 
at all, which brings out another 
point: ABS does not decrease the 
normal stopping distance. 

An impromptu braking test using 
runway landing lights as distance 
markers showed that on clean, dry 

avement, a skilled rider could 
indeed stop quicker without using 
ABS. 


It’s important to realize that ABS 
will not allow one to magically 
apply the brakes hard while leaned 
over; the same laws of physics apply 
to ABS machines as non-ABS ones. 
Applying the brakes while leaned 
over will either cause the machine 
to stand up straight, or to fall over 
as- the tire’s lateral traction limit is 
exceeded. 

The real benefit of ABS, it would 
seem, is that a rider can practice his 
braking skills ùp to, and beyond, the 
point of skidding without having to 
worry about crashing. This, in itself, 
makes ABS worthwhile. Add to that 
the occassional panic stop on. loose 
or slippery surfaces, and you’ve got 
a safety feature worth investing in. 

Anti-lock brakes are indeed the 
wave of the future, and BMW/FAG’s 
ABS is pointing the way. e

On his way to 
being the best?

Jeff Matiasevich (pronounced. Ma-tas-a- 
vich) has come a long way in the five years 
he’s been racing motocross, and potentially 
he could go even further. 


The 18-year-old southern 
Californian came out of seem- 
ingly nowhere and jumped to 
the front of this year’s AMA 


Western Region Supercross Cham- 
pionship Series. He is also one of 
the hottest contenders in Mickey 
Thompson’s Ultracross Series, 
turned in a credible performance in 
his first 250cc Supercross at Daytona 
with an I1th-place finish, and was 
fifth overall in his first two 125cc 
National events. 

His performances so far this year 
have helped him make a name for 
himself, even though his name is 
unusual and difficult to pronounce. 
Race announcer Larry Huffman 
even has problems with it and at the 
San Diego, California stadium race 
he told the fans, “If he keeps on 
winning he’ll have to promise to 
shorten his name.” 

“A long, long time ago the Mati- 
asevich family came from a place 
called Savonia, which is part of 
Yugoslavia,” Jeff said. “Once people 
learn how to pronounce it, it’s not 
so hard to deal with. Most of the 
modern-day family comes from 
Wattsville, California; that’s where 
Im from. My mom and dad are 
divorced, and when my uncle and 
my dad moved down to Los Angeles 
to start a produce business, I moved 
down too. I’ve been living down in 
the L.A. area for seven years now.” 

Over the past couple of seasons 
there has been a build-up of top 125cc 
riders, and although Matiasevich 
could have been considered one of 
them, he seemed far from the top. 


. Matiasevich showed a flash of bril- 


liance at the beginning of the ’87 
season with a come-from-behind 
victory at the Anaheim Supercross, 
but then he fizzled and couldn’t come 
up with a victory until the final 
round in Los Angeles. 

“I was ready for the year (1987) and 
I rode really well in Anaheim,” says 
Matiasevich. “We went on to Hous- 
ton and I was the fastest in practice, 
but I think I was just too amped up 





for the race and I fell. From then on 
it was just bad starts, falling, just 
nothing was clicking like it did at 
Anaheim.” 

But after the Los Angeles victory 
things began to happen, and happen 
fast. Matiasevich scored a victory at 
the NMA Championships in Ponca 
City, Oklahoma, another at the AMA 
Amateur National Championships 
in Hurricane Mills, Tennessee, and 
he was also the 125/250cc Olympic 
Champion at the Florida Mini 
Olympics, a five-day long event 
combining motocross, stadium 
motocross, TT and grand prix skills. 
He also did well at several foreign 
events. Š 

Matiasevich’s status with Kawa- 
saki also improved considerably at 
the end of the season. After two years 
on. Kawasakis Team Green pro- 
gram, in which riders aré supplied 
with bikes, parts and assistance at 
races, Matiasevich landed a full 
factory support ride for the 88 season 
and is considered the third man 
(along with Supercross champ Jeff 
Ward and Ron Lechien) on the 
Kawasaki team. 

And with full support and all the 
winning he’s been doihg lately his 
financial status obviously improved. 

“With all my sponsors and ever- 
ything else figured in, I’ve already 
made about $10,000 racing Super- 
cross this year. I bought a new truck 
a while ago, but I’m pretty much 
saving what I make. You never know 
when you'll be finished with the 
sport — or the sport will be finished 
with you — so it’s not likely I’m 
going out on a shopping spree or 
anything.” 

He has indulged in a 1988 Toyota 
four-wheel-drive truck. He practi- 
cally lives in it, as almost all active 
southern Californians seem to do, as 
he drives around town to practice 
tracks, the gym, his chiropractor, to 
his girlfriend’s house and everywhere 
in between. Just like any teenager he 
has installed a trick stereo system that 
could eventually make him deaf, if 
the high revving 125s he rides don’t 





do it first. And he has a cellular 
phone so that he can keep in touch 
while on the run. It comes in handy, 
especially when his 125 seized after 
about 10 minutes of practicing at a 
semi-private track not far from his 
home. He quickly got on the phone 
to tell Kawasaki he’d need another 
bike. 

Why the sudden turnaround in his 
racing performances? 

“I think my mechanic, Jerry 
Campbell, had a lot to do with it,” 
said Matiasevich. “I would say that 
he’s the key to my success, that and 
the support of my family, brother 
and girlfriend, Tiffany.” 

Campbell was hired by Matiase- 
vich just before the L.A. Supercross 
and is considered so valuable that 
Matiasevich’s family pays him more 
than the amount that Kawasaki 
budgeted for a mechanic in Jeff's 
support package. 

“Jerry’s been around, he knows 
what to do and what not to do. He 
knows how to make me improve 
when I practice, and the bikes are 
excellent. It’s a big factor that the 
bikes run so well. 

“(Last year) The bikes were always 
really good, every time I threw my 
leg over the bike I knew it was exactly 
the way I wanted, and it was running 
as well as a bike could possibly run. 
That just added another mental edge. 
It was just him working really close, 
trying to keep my head on straight 
and just concentrate on what I was 
there for. 

“Now my KXs have special sus- 
pension by Kawasaki, the motors are 
done by Dave Miller Concepts and 
the bikes are fast, there’s never 
anything to complain about.” 

Not only has Campbell given 
Matiasevich good bikes to ride, but 
he’s also helped him improve his 
riding skills by coaching him when 
he rides and showing him the impor- 
tance of training. They often spend 
the whole day together working out 
and riding, then top it ff with a 
game of racquetball, one of Jeff’s 





favorite ways to train, and according 
to Matiasevich they are about equal 
and always have close games. 

Although he competed in the 
AMA 125cc Supercross events last 
year, Matiasevich never ventured 
into 125cc National competition. 
The only major races he ran outdoors 
were the big amateur events, and he 
readily admits that his outdoor speed 
needs some improvement. 

“Supercross came natural to me, 
because I like to jump, but I’ve put 
a bunch of work into riding fast on 
outdoor terrain. For most riders it’s 
just the opposite. 

“It was because I was still riding 
for Team Green at the time that I 
didn’t do any Nationals last year,” 
explains Matiasevich. “We (Jeff and 
Campbell) were going to go to 
Sacramento (California, site of the 
Hangtown 125/250cc National) 
since that one was close and we didn’t 
want to drive long hours. But we 
decided not to go, to just wait until 
I was really ready. I didn’t want to 
go there and just run 20th and get 
nothing out of it. We just made a 
decision to wait for the next year 
until we thought I was ready to do 
it. You go to a National and you get 
20th and your confidence sort of goes 
down. So we just waited until this 
year to hit all the Nationals.” 

Confidence also seems to be a big 
factor in Matiasevich’s rise to success. 
Not only did he wait a year to build 
his confidence before hitting the 
Nationals, but he also remained a 
successful Intermediate class rider 
long before turning pro, mainly due 
to the guidance of Mark Johnson, 
the head of Team Green at the time. 

“We talked about moving up to 
pro racing because I was running 
away (from his competition in the 
Intermediate class) and there was no 
one who could really keep up with 
me,” Matiasevich recalls. “But John- 
son thought it would be best if I 
waited a little bit, probably just so 
I could build up my confidence and 
myself before I turned pro. There is

Riding history:When I was a 
kid—about ten years old—I remem- 
ber a guy in our town had a Vin- 
cent. And of course we thought he 
was very worldly—he could actual- 
ly drive all the way to the next 
town. We were just in awe of the 
guy, and his Vincent. 


A little later some friend gave us a 
broken-down Honda 90. Being the 
good mechanics we were, we took 
it apart and painted the piston red 
and the cylinder head yellow. Then 
we threw away all that paper that 
was clogging up the engine—we 
later found out those were called 
gaskets. 


I had a couple of beat-up Japanese 
bikes, and then in ’79 I got a CBX, 
because the engine reminded me so 


much of a Ferrari. I crashed that 
one, got another, a faired ’81 CBX, 
but by that time I was losing inter- 
est in modern bikes—they seemed 
too complex and hard to work on. 
In ’81 I looked around and bought 
my first Vincent, the Rapide. 


Riding the old English bikes is like 
piloting a plane—you walk around 
the bike before you get on, just to 
make sure everything is all right. 


I must admit, I enjoy working on 
the bikes. For every hour I ride I 
would say I easily spend another 
hour tinkering, because it’s some- 
thing I enjoy. 


I guess I like older bikes for the 
same reason I like antique watches, 
or anything else that’s well made. I 
don’t like the new fully enclosed 
motorcycles—I tend not to like any 
motorcycle I can’t see through. 


Motorcycles look right. It’s like 
people who can sit and stare at a 
Chagall or a Renoir for hours. I'll 
come out here in the garage and 
just let my eyes wander over the 
Vincents and the Broughs—to me, 
it’s artwork. The castings, the way 
everything is held together—it’s 
kinetic art, I guess you’d call it. 


Motorcycles and show busi- 
ness: I try to promote motorcy- 
cling when I can. I’ve ridden my 
Harley onto the stage of the David 
Letterman show, the Tonight Show, 
and Mery Griffin. I like doing it 
with the Harley because it’s an, 
American-made bike, and I’m an 
American comedian. There’s a cer- 
tain national chauvinism that’s fun. 


I think people like that. 


When I ride my Vincent or the 
Harley to a show, people stop and 
wave. It’s a whole different atmos- 
phere. It’s fun sometimes to pull 
into the Tonight Show on my 
bike—it shows that I’ve got a little 
different point of view. 


Magazine: I like the fact that 
MOTORCYCLIST covers only 
street bikes—I don’t have much 
interest in dirt bikes. And I 
especially like the project series 
where Joe Minton or somebody 
else takes a bike and, over the 
course of a few months, tests vari- 
ous bolt-on horsepower accessories. 
The idea of earning your horse- 
power appeals to me—you can get 
a bike in stock trim and learn to 
ride it, and then, as you improve 
as a rider, you can add the power 
as you learn to use it. I like Joe’s 
tech pieces because they’re written 
for the layman, because he talks 
about real-world horsepower that 
you can achieve in your own 
garage. 


I like the “Off the Record” sec- 
tions, because there are lots of 
bikes I don’t want to read the 
whole test on—I just want to read 
the opinions of the guys on the 
magazine staff.

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quite a big step from Intermediate 
to pro. A lot of parents were com- 
plaining, and I could see their point. 
T thought I was ready before I went, 
but I think it was a smart move 
because it built my confidence up. 
I hadn’t been racing for very long 
— I'd only raced for five years — so 
before that I had only been racing 
for three years. I beat them (the 
Intermediates), but I didn’t have a 
lot of experience. A lot of stuff was 
new for us, we had never been in big 
races and my parents and I didn’t 
know what to expect.” 

Matiasevich started riding when 
his father bought a Honda XR80 for 
his brother and him. They rode it 
in the woods near their father’s cabin 





in Big Bear, California, and pro- 
gressed from there. A friend of Jeff's 
brother raced, and that’s what got 
him started. 

“I got a Yamaha YZ80, and went 


out to OCIR (Orange County Inter- 


national Raceway) and raced one 
night. That was in 1982, and racing 
sort of stuck to us, I guess.” 

Riding minis didn’t quite suit 
Matiasevich and he soon moved up 
toa 125. 

“I stayed on them (80s) for about 
six months. I wasn’t quite big 
enough for a 125 yet, but I sucked 
on the 80, they weren’t meant for me, 
I guess. My brother had a 125 and 
250 and I used to ride his all the time, 
and I was just as fast as he was (he

rode Intermediate at the time). So we 
went down and traded the 80 on a 
125. That was on a Friday, and I 
didn’t go to school that day and went 
and rode it. From there we went to 
Corona Raceway and I just smoked 
the Beginner class. I stayed there for 
about three races, moved up to 
Novice for about six months, went 
into the Intermediate class then 
turned pro.” 

Adding to the confidence inspired 
by his racing success so far this year 
and in the past has to be the fact 
that Matiasevich is now working 
with one of the best riders in ‘the 
business, reigning Supercross Cham- 
pion Jeff Ward. 

“I really like the way Ward, and 
(Rick) Johnson do things, because 
they’re so determined,” says Matiase- 
vich. ‘‘Jeff’s been a really good 
experience for me. I’m young and 
don’t have that much experience and 
he’s been around for quite a while; 
he knows all the ropes. He’s really 
a good guy. If I ask him a question 
he’ll answer it. He’s helped me out 
quite a bit just practicing with him, 
hanging out with him at the races, 
discussing different parts of the track 
with him and just talking to him. 
I’m really lucky to be working with 
a guy like Jeff Ward.” 

And what about his other’ team- 
mate, Ron Lechien, one of the few 
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Although he is confident, and it 
shows, he knows that there is some 
tough competition out there, and 
realizes he has some weaknesses 
himself. 

“I’m strong enough for the 125, 
but I need to ride the 250 more,” he 
says while waiting to get on a weight 
machine at the local gym he visits 
daily, usually early in the afternoon 
following a riding session. He’s 
working primarily on strengthening 
his legs right now, and as he does 
some excercises the strain of the 
workout shows on his face and his 
legs as they bulge under the resist- 
ance of the weights. “My upper body 
is pretty much strong enough right 
now. I used to sit down a lot because 
my legs were weak; when I went to 
the gym I only conditioned my upper 
body and not my legs.” 

That problem has all but been 
eliminated with his new training 
schedule. Now Jeff feels that his only 
weakness is a mental one. 

“One of my biggest problems,” 
Matiasevich concedes, “‘is if I’m not 
on that day I have a hard time getting 
going. It’s like waking up on the 
wrong side of the bed. Some days you 
get up and hit every bump just right, 
but other days things won’t work 
quite as well and I have to think 
about what I’m doing differently.

riders who could consistently stay 
with Ward and Johnson last year? 

“I like Lechien’s riding style. He’s 
so relaxed, and he flows with the 
bike. Ronnie’s the type to go get wild 
with after the races are over; he’s a 
good guy, too.” 

Matiasavich’s health plays a big 
part in his confidence, too. To date, 
Jeff has never been seriously injured. 

“Tve never broken a bone in my 
life, and that has a lot to do with 
it,” Matiasevich says when asked for 
some of the reasons he’s so sure of 
himself. “I have big bones, I’m 
strong, and I condition myself so that 
when I fall, I don’t break.” 

When we talked with Jeff, he had 
recently injured his hand while 
practicing. But that hadn’t stopped 
him from riding. On one of his trips 
to a nearby chiropractor who also 
treats many of the athletes from the 
Los Angeles Rams football team and 
baseball’s California Angels, Mati- 
asevich received ultrasound treat- 
ment for the injury. Whenever he is 
injured, Jeff sees the chiropractor to 
help speed his recovery. 

If Jeff Matiasevich seems. a little 
cocky, he is, but it is all a part of 
his growing confidence in himself. 





As far as the competition goes, 
Matiasevich doesn’t feel too threa- 
tened indoors. 

“(Mike) Kiedrowski’s good,” he 
says. “If Michael Craig would relax 
when he rides he could be my main 
threat. He has good Supercross style, 
he’s fast, but he just always seems 
to be falling.” 

Since the AMA runs separate 
Regional competition in the 125cc 
Supercross class, Matiasevich will 
only face the East Coast riders, led 
by Suzuki's Todd DeHoop, twice this 
year on a Supercross track. One such 
meeting has already taken place, in 
Houston, where he won, and the next 
will take place in Dallas.

The power brokers

It may not be appropriate to describe GP 
road racers as the cannon fodder of racing, 
but there is truth in the metaphor. They 
come, they go, the next batch takes their 


place. 

It is no more correct to 
describe GP road race team 
crew chiefs as the generals, or 
even company commanders, 
although there is that in their role. 
They map the campaign, consult on 
strategy, are in charge of in- 
telligence . . . 

But there are nuts and bolts in their 
lives, too. Late nights slaving over 
a cold crankcase, puzzling over 
computer read-outs, or waiting for 
inspiration with a rats-tail file. 

Better to call them brokers of 
power, the intermediaries between 
rider and machine, machine and 
factory. And behind every winning 
rider, there’s a good one. 

Jeremy Burgess’s day may start 
early, with the paddock: slowly 
coming to life around him. It is 
conference time in the tent. Burgess 
consults with his cohorts — expe- 
rienced Grand Prix mechanics like 
himself — waiting to give his last 
word. Then Wayne Gardner comes 
bustling in, to add his opinion, or 
just generally fuss. Jerry knows a bad 
day when he sees one. “When we 
have to go and wake Wayne up at 
10:30, to practice in half-an-hour, 
then I know he’ll go quick. But if 
he’s in here at 8:30, he’ll be slow and 
we'll have problems.” 

Over at Erv Kanemoto’s Honda 
tent. he’ll be checking over his 
peloved data — tire charts,. temper- 
ature charts, rev readings, section 
times, wishing Freddie was there — 
and like always, hankering after the 
old days, when he used to get his 
fingernails chipped tearing engines 





down, modifying them some. new 
way, then building them up again. 
Now, he’s more like some kind of 
supermarket manager for Honda, 
wrapping the engines in plastic bags 
for shipment when they’ve run their 
service mileage, and unwrapping the 
new ones fresh from the factory 
shelves. If it wasn’t for the data . . . 

A more convivial atmosphere 
prevails in the Marlboro tent, where 
the great man Agostini lounges 
cracking self-important jokes, while 
Italian mechanics flash around the 
vivid red works Yamahas. Soon, 
someone will bring in a tray of little 
plastic cups of expresso coffee. In the 
midst of it all, gazing contempla- 
tively at the recalcitrant carburetors 
of a stripped V-4, is Kel Carruthers, 
former Australian World Champion 
turned tuner and engineer. He looks 
small, in a big tent, surrounded by 
so many, many bikes. 

There’s a Great Man under the 
Lucky Strike awning too, but Kenny 
Roberts’ wisecracks are saved for 
wisecrack-time, and he’s up close 
with the equipment, outstaring a 
barely visible snag mark on a front 
fork tube, and nodding as he listens 
to Mike Sinclair’s murmured expla- 
nation. Sinclair, another Antipo- 
dean, always talks quietly and not 
a great deal. But he listens very 
carefully, and thinks. a lot, and his 
best Yamaha was second to none in 
87. 

They are not the only ones, these 
four. Under the Elf flag, pot-bellied 
Serge Rosset brings a pragmatic and 
businesslike approach; over by the 
Suzuki truck, small, bespectacled 
and energetic Steve Moore is sighing 














again over his reluctant V-4. Jackie 
Germane, Sonauto Gaouloise’s man, 
has plenty on his plate fixing up 
Christian Sarron’s bike again, and 
wondering how to stop the spate of 
crashes... 

Racing fortunes ebb and flow, and 
these. men will have their chances 
again this year. In 1987, there was 
definitely an elite, the top four, the 


repository Of all that is good in their, 


unusual craft. This entails being a 
combination of maintenance man 
and inspired designer, and the racing 
teams would be nothing without 
them. 


Jeremy Burgess 

Burgess, now 34, from near Ade- 
laide in Australia, took up with 
motorcycles when he was preparing 
to go to college to study civil 
engineering. “I took a year 
off . . . and never went back. Looks 
like I’ve left it too late now.” 

Burgess, a voluble bearded char- 
acter, whose face is set in a sort of 
surprised grin, raced various bikes, 
including a 750cc three cylinder 
Kawasaki, before graduating to a 
Suzuki RG500. Then Yamaha’s 
TZ700 came along — faster but 
lacking the refinement and good 
engineering of the Suzuki. At the 
same time, a racing friend was killed. 
“T lost interest in riding.” But not 
in racing, for soon afterwards he 
embarked quite casually on the 
career that would take over the next 
decade of his life. 

There was already a strong Aus- 
tralian presence round the works 
team’s work benches, and it was 
partly through this that his appli- 
cation to join the Suzuki GP team, 
working for Randy Mamola, was 
successful. “They knew that my RG 


Suzuki had always been quick and 
well-prepared.” 
Burgess spent three years with the 





legendary Ery Kanemoto, and along- 
side little George Vukmanovich, 
“one of the all-time great guys of 
racing.” Oh yes, they won the World 
Championship too. 

At the end of that year, HRC 
offered him leadership of Wayne 
Gardner’s team. He took the job 
without any title, believing collective 
effort. “Everybody is essential. Mick 
drives the motorhome and mixes the 
gas, but if he mixes it wrong, my 
engine’s no good.” 

He is still feeling his way as a 
development engineer, and as a 
result raised no complaint about 
Honda’s policy that all development 
work is done in Japan, though others 
complain that although HRC will 
listen to suggestions and good ideas, 
they often seem to disappear into 
oblivion, to emerge changed beyond 
recognition some time later. 
“There’s not a day gone by that I 
don’t look at something on the bike, 
and wonder if it couldn't be made 
better.” 

Putting his bike together is the 
easy part. “There’s only one way it 
fits. Dialing in suspension and 
carburetor settings is what takes 
experience. You also have to know 
the rider, and understand how to 
interpret his impressions. Wayne is 
very good that way. he knows what 
he wants, and he taught me a lot.” 

What he didn’t want was the 1986 
V-4 Honda, with its troublesome 
handling. “We knew the bike was 
no good. The handling was unpre- 
dictable. It would understeer on 
some bends, and oversteer on others. 
We discovered that engine torque 
was lifting the front of the bike at 
high revs.” A word in Honda’s ear, 
and the direction of rotation was 
changed in 1987. This major element 
of redesign seems to have escaped 
most people’s notice, but trans- 
formed the NSR’s handling.

Suzuki team, during which time they 
took Mamola to the first of a number 
of GP wins, then left at the end of 
1982, returning the next year expect- 
ing to join a privateer team, prepared 
to abandon the relatively easy life of 
expenses-paid hotels. When he got 
a call, from a Japanese-sounding 
voice, offering him a mechanic’s slot 
on the works team with Ron Haslam, 
si thought someone was winding me 
up. 

Not so, and his subsequent career 
with HRC saw him wield wrenches 
for Haslam, Mamola again, and — 
the greatest prize of all — Freddie 
Spencer. He looks back on 1985 as 
a happy time, working for the 





The administration (all team 
chiefs keep voluminous records) he 
tosses aside lightly. “That’s just 
shuffling papers. Anyone could do 
that. The crux is getting the guys 
together and motivated, so that 
during the season they give every- 
thing they’ve got to Wayne Gardner.” 

He is happy to cede engine devel- 
opment to the factory. “The way it 
is now, if you put it together right, 
it’s tuned. I’m perfectly capable of 
doing experiments, but at arace track 
that only shows you are getting 
desperate. 

“Td rather tell HRC about what 
we need, and let them grind the 
cylinders and test them on the dyno.” 





The only engine adjustments left are 
ignition timing, carburetor mixture 
settings, and the final choice of gear 
ratios. There remains the crucial rear 
suspension setting, and the critical 
choice of tires, both matters decided 
in conjunction with the rider. For 
the rest, Burgess’ philosophy fits in 
well with Honda’s. “When you make 
changes, you often create problems.” 

The other key to success lies in 
motivating the rider, which can in 
some cases mean playing psycholog- 
ical games. “If a rider can motivate 
himself, that’s ideal. I have worked 
with most of the top riders except 
for Roberts and Lawson, and Wayne 
is the most determined person I’ve 
ever come across in racing. Freddie 
Spencer did it on pure riding talent; 
Gardner does it on determination. 
Even so, I have to give him a talking 
to now and then. We really had to 
work at getting him rolling at the 
start of the season. 

“Irs all very psychological — the 
rider’s mood has to be right for him 
to ride his best. In the right mood, 
he can go fast on anything; and on 
the wrong day he can be slow even 
if the bike is spot on.” 

By the end of the season, when 
Gardner’s title depended more on 
machine reliability than winning 
any more races, Burgess felt the 
pressure. “Its not Randy versus 
Wayne, it’s Randy against us, the 
mechanics.” Burgess’s reliability 
record remained perfect for the 
season and he’s quick to share the 
credit not only with his trackside 
colleagues, but also the unsung 
hordes back in Japan. And of course 
the rider. “Wayne is very soft on 
machinery. We have to tell him to 
over-rev it sometimes, like where you 
come over the hill at the Salzburg- 
ring. The bike is geared for the climb 
in sixth, and you can’t help over- 
revving as you reach the crest.” 

He has enjoyed the conflict with 
the other tuners. “It’s very much 
between me and them—Kel, Erv and 
Mike. I know from experience how 
miserable they must feel about 
losing. I really respect them; I think 
they’re the best in the paddock. But 
I don’t believe we are the only four 
guys who can screw a motorcycle 
together. I don’t believe in mechan- 
ical gurus. 

“Experience is the biggest thing. 
I try to learn from other people’s 
mistakes rather than my own. For 
instance, everyone laughed when Kel 
put Roberts’s brake pads in back to 
front in Assen one year, but ever since 
then I’ve looked twice and three 
times at the pads in my bikes.” 

He lets his mechanics conduct 
such experiments as Honda allows, 
with the one provision that each bike 
must be kept exactly the same. “My 
job is just to make sure it’s all put 
together right. Thats the way 
Honda plays it, and if you believe 
in them, they’re likely to believe in 
you back.” Burgess and Gardner 
between them arrived at a detailed 
quantitative assessment of what was 
wrong with the 1986 NSR Honda, 
reported in detail to the factory and 
just look at what HRC built them 
for 1987! 

No wonder Burgess can say, 
“Ambitions? I don’t have any. I just 
want to carry on doing what I’m 
doing now.” 


Mike Sinclair 

Mike Sinclair’s reaction to the 
view that “‘both bikes should be kept 
exactly the same” demonstrates the 
difference between Honda and 
Yamaha. “Can't see the point. That’s 
how you develop better bikes, with 
one as a_ yardstick, and the other 
going ahead. You hope they’ll 
leapfrog each other.” 

Sinclair, at 35, has climbed the 
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Marlboro Yamaha's Eddie Lawson and Kel Carruthers will start their 
fifth year together in 1988; last year they finished third. 


same ladder as Burgess, and has even 
worked beside him. He has wrenched 
Suzukis and Hondas. In 1987 he 
prepared Randy Mamola’s Lucky 
Strike Yamaha, and was the envy of 
all the others for the freedom he was 
allowed. 

For where Honda actively discour- 
ages on-track tuning experiments, 
Yamaha not only encourages them, 
but even relies on them to continue 
development of their V-4 YZR. 

Sinclair is an ardent tuner and 
development engineer, who started 
making racing bikes go faster in his 
native New Zealand. “We couldn’t 
get any flash parts there, so we had 
to make them all ourselves. Of 
course, we made all sorts of mis- 
takes...but it was a great 
background.” 

He raced from the age of 16 to 21, 
picking up a National 250cc title 
before “I realized I was more inter- 
ested in what was going on under- 
neath me with the machine than 
ahead of me on the track.” 

After a spell in the U.S., he joined 
the European circus in 1976 with 
privateer Stu Avant, and was taken 
on by the works Suzuki team for Pat 
Hennen, until Hennen’s crash, then 
Dutchman Wil Hartog until his 
precipitate retirement during 1981, 
Virginio Ferrari in 1982, and Mam- 
ola in 1983. 

It was then that saw Sinclair show 
his development skill. Just bolting 
the Suzukis together right was no 
longer enough, for the square-four 
engine had been abandoned by the 
factory, and was becoming obsolete. 
Sinclair prolonged its competitive 
life for several more seasons — using 
this crankcase with those cylinders, 
making and mending and trying the 
combinations. He shrugs it off now 
as parts-bin engineering, but it was 
something he did uncommonly well. 

In 1984, he moved to Honda with 
Mamola, mistrustful of the Suzuki 
factory’s attitude to racing. “Suzuki 
was the trendsetter, their bike was the 
yardstick. Then, on a whim, they 
decided to stop. I believe that if you 
are selling sporting goods, you 
should be in the sport.” Sinclair has 
a positive grudge against people who 
take racing less seriously than he. 
“There are too many people to 
whom it’s a toy — a weekend hobby. 
That why it’s so good to be working 
now for a guy like KR (Kenny 
Roberts), because he is completely 
dedicated.” Even so, there are strictly 
a limited number of top-level jobs 
for racing mechanics, and he found 
himself back with Suzukis in 1985, 
with the now independent Heron- 
Suzuki team’s innovative honey- 
comb composite material ‘‘card- 
board box” chassis and rider Rob 
McElnea. “The concept was interest- 
ing, but they spoiled the whole deal 
for want of hiring enough guys.” 








Thus he was relieved to be given 
the chance to join Roberts and rejoin 
Mamola on the Lucky Strike team, 
where after working on the other 
major racing bikes, he encounted the 
Yamaha V-4 for the first time. His 
approach to the machine was stu- 
died. “It takes a while to figure out 
a new bike, and for the first year we 
deliberately ran them as they came 
from the factory. All year, we saw 
things that could be done differently, 
and some of those ideas were in the 
bike for 1987, but as a whole the new 
bike was pretty off-beam.”’ 

The factory had dedicated its 
major development work for 1987 to 
a revised and grossly enlarged cool- 
ing system. Sinclair was not 
impressed, and rapidly discovered 
that if he taped over the center 
portion of the radiator, the running 
temperature was unaffected. He 
promptly removed that section to use 
the intake area for something he 
identified as far more important — 
a system to supply the carburetors 
with cool and relatively calm air. 

“The biggest thing is airflow into 
and through the carburetors. Most 
of our work was directed towards 
that. We’ve donea lot of playing with 
sealed airboxes, with a digital pres- 
sure gauge that the rider can read 
while he’s testing the bike. It’s still 
very hit-and-miss, though, and we’re 
making a computerized version for 
the 1988 season that will be able to 
record the information, so we can 
examine it in detail later.” 

These experiments in 1987 
remained inconclusive.. They 
included a special fairing with the 
still-airbox built in, shifting the 
entire radiator across to the right, 
and using the left-hand air intake 
pugely for engine induction. The 

uration was cleaner, but the bike 
was slower. “We don’t really know 
what conditions we want in the 
airbox,” said Sinclair. “That’s what 
we're trying to find out.” 

He says Honda has a greater 
understanding. “That’s what you get 
when you put 200 people on the job. 
Honda should win every year, really. 
But with Honda, if they build a 
lemon, it stays a lemon.” 

Sinclair is not enamored with the 
cloak-and-dagger element that has 
come into racing, though he’s pre- 
pared for the struggle between the 
tuners to develop into a major 
conflict. “Back when I was with 
Suzuki in '79, we all knew exactly 
what the others were doing to their 
bikes. Now, everything is more 
secretive. In 1987 we did things that 
we didn’t even tell the factory about.” 

Sinclair also had ideas on chassis 
development, with the major goal 
being increased stiffness. ““The limit 
to stiffness is cost,” he grins, a 
pragmatist’s axiom. He feels well- 
placed on the Roberts team, with 








their intention of going way beyond 
the factory in improving the works 
bikes, even to the extent of building 
their own frames. 

But his greatest strength is com- 
bining creative inovation with the 
more basic skills of a practical 
racing-bike engineer, producing 
machines that are not only fast but 
also reliable, rideable and user- 
friendly. Thus when Mamola was 
having trouble with his arm pump- 
ing up, Sinclair welded a crude but 
effective set of kneepads onto the 
frame, to take some of the rider’s 
weight under braking; and thus 
while Carruthers was having persist- 
ent carburation problems through- 
out 1987, his bikes stumbling aud- 
ibly whenever the riders opened the 
throttle, Sinclair’s were pulling out 
of the bends as clean as a whistle. 
“Tt’s not the carbs that are important 
— it’s what’s sucking on them,” he 
grins enigmatically, understandably 
declining to reveal details. 

He admits: “It’s been many years 
since I’ve learned as much as this year 
(1987).” He’s taught some of the 
others a good lesson too. 


Erv Kanemoto 

Erv Kanemoto is further along the 
learning curve. In the American 
manner (of Japanese extraction, he 
is U.S. born), he arrived in Europe 
as a full-fledged pro tuner with his 
own superstar, Freddie Spencer. 
They won everything going, as long 
as his rider showed up. 

Even so, Kanemoto envies the 
mechanical freedom the Yamaha 
teams have. He was drawn into his 
racing by his love and understanding 
of the abstruse ways of two-stroke 


engines, but his pre-eminence has 





only to listen to the exhaust note to 
know about an engine; only to 
exchange a nod and a gesture with 
Freddie to know which way to adjust 
the suspension to lift his on-track 
progress another notch. 

Robbed by his own seniority 
within Honda of the chance to make 
his own porting experiments, Erv 
still spends time listening to the 
engines and making his deductions. 
It’s all data, and data — whether 
written or comprised of his own 
experience — is what he thrives on. 
“I like to figure out what combina- 
tions the other guys are using. There 
are so many different combinations 
possible with a two-stroke, different 
ways of arranging the cylinder 
porting, the exhaust profiles, the 
whole gas flow. The amazing thing 
is that the results are so similar. Two 
very different bikes can do exactly the 
same lap time. 

“T ask the factory for two or three 
combinations, each one with the 
power curve differently placed, to 
suit the different circuits.” Although 
Spencer’s absence meant he had little 
direct input on the 1987 NSR, he was 
pleased to note that a lot of things 
they’d talked about with Honda had 
been incorporated in the new design. 

Back in the good old days, Kane- 
moto’s ear was a tuning tool for his 
own ideas. He still has the ideas, but 
nowadays other people put them . 
into practice. “When I want different 
cylinder designs now, I tell Honda 
what we want to do, in terms of 
changing the power curve, and they 
do it. They’re not doing anything I 
couldn't do, but it’s a matter of time. 
They have the resources in Japan to 
do the work and test it properly on 
the dyno, while I’m busy racing.

now drawn him into the HRC 
structure, where his role is more that 
of a senior co-ordinator. Worse still, 
his rider has missed the past two 
years. Kanemoto has spent too long 
now as tuner without a fork. 

Alone among the top four, Kane- 
moto has no personal racing expe- 
rience. His devotion has always been 
exclusively to the machinery, with 
an instinctive flair for tuning two- 
strokes. He worked only to earn 
money for racing — “I’d buy a whole 
case of cylinders and do different 
things to all of them, just learning 
and experimenting. It was only later 
that I got serious and read engineer- 
ing papers, and I was pleased to see 
I was on the right lines.” 

Kanemoto worked with two-time 
Grand National Champion Gary 
Nixon and others before the mirac- 
ulous partnership was forged with 
Freddie Spencer. Of course, 
Spencer’s riding was inspired, but 
the often almost wordléss rapport 
between him and Kanemoto was a 
formidable asset. Erv had, after all,

There was a perfect example in 
1987 of his tuning by remote control, 
when Spencer returned and the pair 
came up with a request for the power 
peak to be moved up the rev range, 
and for the engine to carry on revving 
past the peak instead of running out 
of breath as in its original form. This 
would. have sacrificed bottom-end, 
but ironically Kanemoto believes it 
would have solved the perverse 
problem of over-powered wheel spin 
at Misano and Jarama. “It’s the 
sudden rush at the bottom that causes 
problems with tires. The power has 
to be linear.” Even more ironically, 
the new cylinders arrived after those 
races, in time for Spencer to practice 
with them in Brazil, before he 
withdrew from the race. 

“Freddie said they would have 


‘been good,” Kanemoto adds, rather 


wistfully. Spencer’s would-have- 
beens are something he’s had to get 
used to. 

But the work with the porting files 








has been replaced by the equally 
important part of developing the 
riders, something that happened 
naturally with Spencer. Thus it is 
with new 1987 recruit Niall Mack- 
enzie, hand-picked as eventual 
replacement. 

Frustratingly, Mackenzie found 
the going rather tough. “Experience 
is the great thing,” says Erv. “I’m 
sure Niall has the ability, but in 
terms of racing miles he’s only at the 
level of a Junior in the U.S. It’s not 
so much steering with the back 
wheel, but knowing how to react 
when the wheel spins. But I know 
Niall can really develop. 

“Of course, I’ve thought about 
quitting. Travelling away from 
home for such long periods makes 
it difficult to have any sort of social 
life in the normal way. But I really 
enjoy the competition, and I really 
do want to carry on racing.” 


Kel Carruthers 

Kel Carruthers — with Kanemoto 
one of the prototypes for the current 
generation of technical tigers — was 
also forced to think deeply about his 
motives during 1987. Things started 
badly, and got worse for almost half 
the season before they got better. It 
started with the crushing superiority 
of the Honda, then the busiest racing 
schedule ever left no time for testing 
as he strove to close the gap. “I 
designed some different exhausts for 
the 500, and built the first one for 
Monza, but I didn’t get a chance to 
finish the other half of the pair until 
Assen, five weeks later.” 

His final and most insoluble 
problem was pressure of work, the 
sheer weight of numbers of the 
works Marlboro Yamahas he had in 
his care: six 500s (two each for Eddie 
Lawson, Rob McElnea and Tada- 
hiko Taira) and four 250s (for Martin 
Wimmer and Luca Cadalora). All of 
them desperately needed some tun- 
ing master-stroke, and looked to 
Carruthers to provide it. If Carruth- 
ers had much hair left, it was gone 
by mid-season. 

Carruthers has always played 
down his role as inspirational engi- 
neer, and played up _ the 
maintenance-engineer side. “My job 
is to make the thing run on the race 
track the same way it does on the 
bench in Japan. In theory, that’s the 
best it will ever go.”’ He adds: 
“Ninety percent of the stuff I say 
should be changed is already on the 
drawing boards.” 

This view stops short of the truth. 
Carruthers takes personal responsi- 
bility for the major race track adjust- 
ments — especially the carburetor 
settings, but he also grinds different 
cylinder ports and makes other 
trackside modifications. 

Another Australian, Carruthers 
has a real pedigree as a rider — he 
was 250cc World Champion in 1969 
on a four-cylinder Benelli. He ended 
his riding career in the U.S. and 
stayed in America working as team 
manager for Yamaha. This brought 
him into contact with Kenny 
Roberts, first as a teammate and then 
in 1974 as a crew chief. When Roberts 
burst into Europe in 1978, winning 
the first of his three consecutive 500cc 
World Championship titles, Car- 
ruthers was by his side. 

He remembers those years with 
irreverent admiration. “Kenny was a 
pain in the ass to work for. He works 
you to death. His theory was that if 
he told you the bike was really bad, 
maybe you'd work a bit harder than 
if he told you it was almost right. 
Even when you got the bike so he’d 
say it was good, he’d still want to 
change everything, to see if it could 
be made better.

Smith scores at 
Saucer Run H&H

‘Team Husqvarna’s Dan Smith overcame 88 
miles of tight, technical terrain and captured 
top honors at the 16th AnnualAMA District 


37 Invaders M.C.’s 


Hound near Teagle Wash. 

After trailing Kawasaki’s 
Paul Krause for the first 20 
miles, Smith came on strong 
in the second half of the event, pulled 
out a two minute lead and held it 
right to the end, overalling one of 
the toughest races so far this season 
after two and a half hours of exhaust- 
ing competition. 

“There will be a bunch of Novices 
and Beginners crying and sniveling 
after this one, but I thought it was 
great,” Smith said. “It was tight, 
technical stuff-all the way and it was 
really hard work. I’m glad a club 
finally had enough guts to put on 
a good course like this — they did 
a great job.” 

Krause got off to a rapid start and 
was out in front at the end of the 
bomb run with Smith in second. 
YZ490 pilot Cliff Thomas was the 
next with Eric Hallgath’s YZ125 
close behind. 

Out in front of the Experts, Krause 
and Smith were having more trouble 
with each other than with the terrain. 

“Paul led until more than halfway 
around the first loop,” said Smith. 
“We got all the way to where the 
course crossed the railroad tracks 
before I passed him.” 

“He goes too fast,” said Krause. 
“He just flat went faster across the 
valley than I did and got away from 
me. 

With Krause pushing hard to stay 
within striking distance, the lead 
pair freight-trained their way 
through the second half of loop one 
and turned in towards the pits. After 
a split second pause to take on gas, 
the race was on again, and Smith 
headed out into the 44-mile second

loop with a slender margin of just 
36 seconds. 

Putting in a strong performance 
for third overall and the lead in the 
250cc division was. Suzuki pilot 
Chuck Miller, who blasted his way 
up from 10th overall at the bomb and 
raced into loop two just 40 seconds 
behind Krause. Thomas was one 
minute behind in fourth overall. 

Some heavy handed throttling had 
Vet pilot Charlie Barney up in fifth 
overall at the halfway point with 
YZ250 pilot Tom Kelly in sixth, and 
Eddie Arnet’s Kawasaki blasted 
through to take over the 125cc lead 
in seventh overall. 

Kawasaki KX250-mounted Grant 
Palenske raced through in eighth 
despite running out of gas just two 
miles out from the pit, and was 
followed by Vet pilots Dan Dawson 
and Kenny Parry, with Lon Brand 
heading up the Amateurs in llth 
overall. Art Knapp led the Super 
Seniors out on their second loop. 

“Tt (loop two) was tight, tight, 
tight,” said Smith. “There was 
hardly anything out there that wasn’t 
tough, technical riding and even 
when they did have some fast stuff 
it wasn’t dangerously fast like it often 
is. A lot of people don’t realize how 
fast the top Experts are going across 
the valleys — it can get life threat- 
ening, but here it was just fun fast 
stuff.” : 

With Smith out in front, some of 
the racers further back in the pack 
were not having such a good time. 
Hallgath, who had pushed his YZ125 
up to fifth overall in the early 
running reportedly seized and was 
forced to drop out of the running, 
and Arnet, who had the 125cc lead 
at the halfway point, blew his motor 








about five miles out from the finish 
after pushing hard for miles with a 
rear tire half off the rim. Vet class 
leader Charlie Barney reportedly 
endoed halfway around the second 
loop and limped in to home, and 
Thomas disappeared from fourth 
overall. 

As the frontrunners hit the top of 
the infamous Invader downhill and 
looked down on the finish line in 
the valley below, Smith had the race 
all but sewn up. Never letting off for 
an instant, the Husky ace kept the 
pace going right up to the checkered 
flag and stormed in to end his recent 
run of bad luck with a decisive 
winning margin of almost two and 
a half minutes. 

“I finally won something again — 
and it’s about time too,” said Smith, 
who thanked Cagiva North America, 
Autolite, Goldbelt, Spectro, Alpin- 
estar, Acerbis, Scott USA, Metzeler, 
F&L, Arai and Z Racing. 

A tenacious ride by Team Green’s 
Krause kept him up in second all the 
way to the finish line. “Dan passed 
me about halfway round the first 
loop and I could see him all the way 
into the pits, but he pulled away a 
little in the second loop and there 
wasn’t much I could do,” said the 
Kawasaki/Tsubaki/Answer/Shoei/ 
Smith Goggles/Metzeler/Spectro/ 
Champion/F&L/Neal Enterprise/ 
OMF-backed racer. “I rode good and 
steady all the way but he was just 
too fast today.” 

Suzuki’s Miller was still out in 
front of the 250cc division when he 
powered in one minute behind 
Krause to claim third overall and was 
almost seven minutes ahead of his 
nearest competition, who was the 
hard-charging Palenske who rock- 
eted up from eighth at the halfway 
point to claim fourth overall and 
second in the 250cc class. 

Fifth overall was claimed by YZ250 
pilot Parry, who rocketed up from 
10th at the halfway point to claim 
the honors in the Over 30 division. 
“I had a lot of catching up to do 
in the second loop,” said Parry. “I 


missed my kick starter when the ~ 


banner dropped and had a bad line 
but I didn’t give up and sometimes 
that pays off. This was a really rough 
course and you had to work all the 
way. I can really féel that I rode 90 
miles of an Invaders’ course today.” 

KX500 pilot Dawson finished hard 
on Parry’s heels to claim the honors 
in the Open Vet division, with well- 
known enduro rider Donnie Simone

bringing the first 125cc machine 
home in seventh overall. Simone’s 
pie plate entry gave AMA/District 37 
points for the 125cc win to a tired 
and blistered Braasch (Covina 
Yamaha/O’Neal/Smith), who 
brought his YZ125 home in llth 
overall, with second place points 
going to Van Bogardus in 16th 
overall. 

Simone was followed in by CR250 
pilot Matt Alexander with Ken 
Rieger claiming ninth overall just a 
few feet ahead of fellow KX500 pilot 
Abe Baumann. “I’m exhausted,” 
said Baumann. “I used all my energy 
trying to keep up with Ken (Rieger). 
Everytime I caught up to him I'd be 
too tired to get past.” 

Brian Nevestich brought his 
YZ490 home in 13th overall at the 
head of the Amateur pack. Neves- 
tich’s nearest Amateur class compe- 
tition was Mike Kornwinder in 18th 
overall. 

The win in the 250cc Amateur 
class was claimed by Yamaha pilot 
Dwayne Lewis in 22nd overall, and 
Don Chiapuzio of the Four Aces 
M.C., who was bumped up into the 
Amateur ranks after overalling the 
Vet Novice field five times in a row, 
was out in front again, overalling the 
Vet Amateurs in his first Amateur 
class race. 

The first Senior to cross the EE 
line was HBMC’s Ron Paproski in 
32nd overall, and Al Hull overalled 
the Senior 250s just five places back. 
“It was a good course,” said Hull. 
“I was having some trouble because 
my Sparky (spark arrester) kept 
clogging up, but other than that it 
was great. e

“Eddie Lawson is more easy to 
satisfy. He’ll tell you what’s wrong, 
and if you fix it he'll say: ‘Okay.’ 
It makes life easier as far as work 
goes, but as far as improving things 
Kenny’s got a better outlook.” 

In 1987, however, Lawson was far 
from easily satisfied, with a problem 
of an engine stumble as he opened 
the throttle, that refused to respond 
to whatever remedy Carruthers man- 
aged to find time to try. No great 
believer in science (“The barometer 
in the pits is good for the records, 
but none of that stuff really works 
in practice.’’), he was thrown on to 
his own resources, which were 
already stretched too thin. 


“The racing Yamahas have been 
getting better and better every year,” 
said Carruthers, “but the more 
advanced they become, the more 
work you have to do to keep them 
good. Setting the carbs takes much 
longer than it used to. We used to 
just look at a plug. Engines have 
become more sensitive, and while 
you may get one reading froma plug, 
you get something different when 
you lift the head and look at the 
piston crown.” 

There was one advantage in run- 
ning a 250 team as well as a 500— 
the YZR250 is exactly half the 
YZR500, this made half the amount 
of work when it came to testing out 
cylinder modifications. ‘‘Martin 
Wimmer isa very good test rider, very 
quick at recognizing what changes 
have been made to the bike, but also 
interpreting their value.” However, 
the single most important modifica- 
tion Carruthers made to the 250 was 
fitting over-the-counter round-slide 
Keihin carburetors, with the adjus- 
table pilot jet that the Yamaha- 
designed Mikunis lacked. He’d have 
liked to use four of them on the 500, 
but unfortunately they were too 
bulky; but the Keihins (made by a 
Honda subsidiary company) stayed 
on the 250s until after Mikuni finally 
came up with an adjustable jet. 

Honda’s Jeremy Burgess said that 
modification at the track showed 
desperation. Carruthers might agree. 
“Yamaha isn’t very big on sending 
us new stuff during the season,” he 
said, and he resorted to definitely 
desperate rear-end surgery in his 
attempt to improve the shape of the 
lower pair of exhausts. ‘“The top 
pipes (under the seat) have never 
been a problem — they have lots of 
room. The lower pair have always 
been a compromise, because of 
restricted space.” Carruthers went at 
the swingarm with a hacksaw, and 
damn well made space, hacking a 
chunking out and building a can- 
tilever structure to restore strength. 
But this time it was one-up to the 
guys in Japan with the dynamome- 
ters. Simultaneously, Yamaha had 
sent a different set of their own, 
which achieved much the same result 
without resorting to any swingarm 
modifications. 

Carruthers was the prototype for 
the modern team manager. He was 
one of the first to bring his own 
motorhome along, and to bring his 
family as well. The GP paddocks are 
simply home to the Carruthers 
family during the season — he 
spends the rest of the year in San 
Diego, California. 


His was a difficult season, but his 
position with Yamaha as well as his 
own experience mean he knows how 
to take the rough with the smooth. 
Thus he will join again the battle 
of the tuners in 1988. Then we'll see 
whose turn it is this time to get 
everything right. e

Champion Jordi Tarress of Spain. 

The win by Saunders moved him 
into a tie in the point standings with 
Michaud, at 37 points each, as the 
pair reversed their finishing posi- 
tions in the opening round in Spain 
which Michaud won. 

The trial was conducted in trying 
conditions as rain fell heavily 
throughout the contest. As trying as 
were the conditions for the compet- 
itors, they were equally harsh on the 
spectators and officials. That the 
event was successful and run effe- 
ciently can stand as a tribute to 
Waterlooville club members who 
staged the trial at Petersfield. 

Saunders, whose previous wins in 
the British World Championship 
round came in 1986 at Pateley Bridge 
and last year at Merthyr, and 
Michaud finished the first 15-section 
lap in a tie at 43 points lost. The 
second time around the course, 
which was located at the famous 
Butser limeworks, Saunders dropped 
53 while Michaud dropped 56. 
Aprilia-mounted Bosis also dropped 
53 on the second lap, but he had 
dropped 57 on the opening lap. 





The third and concluding lap 


consisted of nine sections at Butser 
and one extra section in the Queen 
Elizabeth Country Park’s car park. 
That section saw Saunders shine like 
a diamond, despite the continuing 
rain, as he dropped only 17 points, 
half as many as Michaud, to clinch 
the win. Bosis dropped four points 
less than Michaud, but that wasn’t 
enough to overtake the Frenchman 
for runner-up honors and Bosis had 
to settle for third. 

. Teenager Tarres, the Beta champ 





who is admittedly more at home on 
dry rocky terrain rather than the wet 
surfaces he faced at Butser, dropped 
35 on the last section, after dropping 
56 and 57 on his first two laps. His 
fourth place finish coupled with 
Bosis’s third place performance left 
the pair in a tie for third place in 
the point standings with 28 points 
apiece. Italian Fantic rider Donato 
Miglio finished just four points 
down on Tarres and sits in fifth place 
in the standings with a total of 22 
points after the opening two rounds 
of the ’88 series.

Button sews up 
Amateur Nationals win

Honda-supported Jimmy Button 
used three solid finishes and a little 
bit of luck to beat Butch Smith and 
take the 125cc Intermediate title in 
the 2nd Annual U.S. Amateur 
Nationals at Glen Helen Raceway. 

In Saturday’s Grand Prix action 
Yamaha-mounted Jeremy McGrath 
was the quickest with the hand-on- 
helmet start and holeshot Button, 
Smith, Gene Elzenberger and Chris 
Strong. When the pack came around 
to complete the first lap, Smith was 
in first with McGrath and Button 
battling for second. The two riders 
swapped positions for several laps 
until McGrath crashed, giving But- 
ton an easy’second. McGrath quickly 
remounted to take third at the 
checkers over Elzenberger and 
Strong. 

In Sunday’s motocross segment of 
the two-day event Button utilized his 
2-1 moto finishes to wrap up the title. 

When the gate dropped at the start 
of the first moto John Edwards led 
Smith, Brian Peoples, Button and 
Randy Moody into the first turn. 
McGrath got caught in the 


backwards-falling starting gate and 
was dead last. Smith quickly made 
his way to the front with Button very 
close behind. Smith continued to 
lead the first few laps while Button 
struggled to figure outa line to defeat 
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his fellow Honda rider. On the third 
lap Button found what he was 
looking for and flew by Smith on 
a rough downhill. However, But- 
ton’s lead wasn’t meant to be as he 
got on the throttle too soon and slid 
sideways, returning the lead to 
Smith. Button quickly recovered and 
again set after the leader. 

Further back. McGrath was 
rapidly picking up positions and at 
the halfway point had worked his 
way into fifth behind Peoples and 
Moody. Peoples eventually dropped 
off the pace and fell back to seventh, 
giving Cagiva-mounted Bubba 
Erickson fifth. McGrath pushed 
Moody and with only five laps 
remaining moved past him and into 
third. McGrath bobbled a few turns 
later and dropped one position, but 
immediately recovered and wasted 
no time in repassing Moody. 

Back up front the battle for first 
was still red hot. The two Honda 
pilots continued to swap positions 
again and again. As the riders 
approached the final turn Smith led 
Button, but not by much. Button 
tried to set up a pass on Smith off 
the finish line jump, and the final 
straight saw a drag race to the finish 
with Smith edging out Button by less 
than half a bike length. McGrath 
finished a distant third followed by 
Moody and Erickson. 

When the riders lined up for the 
start of the second moto one impor- 
tant rider was missing, Smith. Dur- 
ing the break separating the two 
motos Smith crashed hard while 
battling with Derek Natvig in the 
80cc Expert class. The crash earned 
Smith a cardboard splint around his 
leg and cost him his chance at both 
titles. 

At the start of the second moto 
Moody holeshot Button, Luke Aici- 
diacono, McGrath and Erickson. 
McGrath quickly disposed of Aici- 
diacono and slipped into third right 
behind the leaders. Within a few laps 
Button was out front and steadily 
increasing his lead. McGrath and 
Moody battled for several laps before 
McGrath managed to make a pass 
stick. McGrath couldn't decrease 
Button’s sizeable lead and Button 
claimed the win eight seconds ahead 
of McGrath, Moody, Erickson and 
Edwards.

The Pros elected to run as one 
class, regardless of bike size. Telford 
got a good first moto start and 
entered turn one and lap one with 
the lead and Kenny Zahrt hot on his 
tail. Telford led all the way, despite 
challenges by Zahrt in the first half 
of the moto and Paul Vlach in the 
second half. Vlach made a major try 
for the lead on the last lap but 
Telford held firm and took the win 
by a length. 

Zahrt got the holeshot in moto two 
and Telford was a very close second 
off the line. They continued that way 
for five laps when Zahrt dropped out, 
momentarily slowing Telford. Erick 
Hilton, who had finished third in 
moto one, shot by for the lead. 
Telford realized that all he had to 
do was stay where he was, keeping 
Vlach behind him, and he had the 
overall win. He was careful to do just 
that and finished moto two in 
second, earning overall first place 
cash. Telford leads the Pro class in 
points by such a large margin that 
he may well be on his way to the 
number one place in his rookie year. 

Tony Qualls took both holeshots 
and romped wire-to-wire for two easy 
wins in the 250cc Intermediate class. 
David Rosen had started both motos 
right behind Qualls but gave way to 
Mike Fowler, who took second in 
both motos for second overall. 

All the Intermediates rode together 
and the only rider to catch and pass 
Qualls was 125cc Intermediate Jeff 
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Third place finisher David Clyde (44) leads second place finishers

Barbacovi. Barbacovi was beat off the 
line in both motos by Duane Benner, 
but in the first moto Barbacovi 
disposed of the 125cc Intermediate 
class by lap two and set out after the 
250s.

BRASELTON, GA, MAR. 26-27 
Jonesboro, Georgia’s Scott Russell 
was the star of the weekend’s AMA/ 
CCS road race meet at Road Atlanta. 
Russell teamed up with New Eng- 
lander Dave Sadowski and the pair 
rode Solmax Racing’s Suzuki to 
victory in a four-hour endurance race 
on Saturday, and on Sunday Russell 
won the Unlimited, Heavyweight 
and Middleweight Supersport sprint 
races.

Perry-tuned Suzuki. 

Solmax held the lead until they 
made a lengthy pit stop for fuel — 
lengthy because they refueled with- 
out a quick-fill system. Florida’s 








Never Ready Racing took over up 
front and dismissed their intentions 
of using the race as a practice session. 

Never Ready held the lead for quite 
a while but Solmax overtook the 
Never Ready Suzuki by cutting 
consistent 1 minute, 34 second laps. 
Shortly after they relinquished the 
lead, Never Ready’s impressive per- 
formance came to an end when Pat 
Curran crashed. 

“I was coming up to the bridge 
and it felt like it was locking up so 
I pulled in the clutch. Being an old 
two-stroke rider, I let it back out after 
a second or two and the rear just slid 
out and I was gone,” said Curran, 
who sustained a broken wrist in his 
trip off the track and onto the red 
Georgia clay. 3 

When the checkered flag fell it was 
the Vic Fasola-tuned Suzuki of 
Solmax Racing in front. In winning, 
Solmax became the first endurance 
team to score both National and. 
“regional” endurance race wins in 
the young ’88 season. 

Second went to the Yamaha of 
Advanced Racing with the Team 
Tyler Suzuki third. Team Tyler’s 
David Clyde turned in an iron man 
performance by riding the entire 
event solo. 

The GTU class win went to Day- 
tona winners Cycle Connection Rac- 
ing and their Honda. Cycle Connec- 
tion finished fifth overall. 

While Russell’s four wins over the 
weekend earned him top billing, 
Novice Mike Bonn logged three wins 
in Sunday's sprint program. The 
young Florida rider won’t remain a 
Novice for long at the rate he racks 
up wins. 

John Ashmead, Cam Roos and 
Mike Smith also had reason to smile 
as they each came out on top in two 
classes.

Joel Albrecht popped the holeshot 
in 80cc Modified action as Dustin 
Evans and Jeff Grafton were glued 
to his rear fender. Antunez was on 
the gas ‘and on the move, however, 
as the Suzuki star slashed his way 
to second during lap one. Slowly but 
surely Anttnez coaxed his way closer 
to Albrecht, until he was banging on 
the back door. Albrecht refused to 
crack, and the rest of the race featured 
a dandy scrap for the lead, with 
Albrecht hanging on for the close 
win over Antunez. 

Evans stabbed the holeshot to start 
round two, just ahead of Albrecht, 
Derek Natvig and Dana Wiggins. 
Antunez was on the move after a first 
lap collision with Wiggins and 
clawed his way to second behind the 
streaking Evans. Antunez blasted 
into the lead when Evans went over 
a berm on lap three. From then on 
it was history as Albrecht tried to 
make a late charge. Final results had 
Antunez with the ‘overall crown 
followed by Grafton, Wiggins, and 
Albrecht. 

The day’s last race might just have 
been the toughest, as the “Super 
Mini” Open class put some of the 
world’s fastest 80cc riders in the 
saddle. 





Antunez led the Super Mini class 
into the first turn and disappeared 
in the first. moto. Grafton and 
Albrecht battled for second until 
Albrecht lost it in the back section 
on lap four, dropping from conten- 
tion. That also dropped the rest of 
the suspense from the race as 
Antunez took the win over Grafton, 
Wiggins and Evans. 


In the second moto Antunez hole- 
shot while Grafton, Evans, Tommy 
Clowers and Albrecht scrambled for 
second. Evans quickly washed out 
and dropped several spots as Grafton 
and Clowers were banging handleb- ` 
ars all over the track. Antunez was 
the easy winner, with Clowers sneak- 
ing past Grafton for second.

Sears Point RR season 
opener all Greene 
By Tony Sakkis 
SONOMA, CA, MAR. 27 


Don Greene only competed in two 


races at the 1988 AFM Sears Point 
opener, but the rumblings around 


the paddock were all about him. In 
his first event, Formula Two, Greene 
started in the second row amidst the 
second wave of riders. The Open GP 
bikes, which started in the first wave, 
should have been able to keep out 
of Greene’s path, but within three 
laps Greene’s Honda had caught the 
tail end of the Open GP pack. 
While Jeff Hagan, the polesitter 
and eventual winner of the larger 
displacement class was turning 1:53s 
on the twisty 2.5 mile raceway, 
Greene was posting blistering laps 
of 1:48s on a bike one-fourth the size. 
In fact, in an event shortened due 
to time constraints, Greene’s pace 
would most likely have given him 
top spot overall — had the race been 
one lap longer. As it was, the Novato, 
California rider still managed to 
finish third overall and first in class. 
On the start, Greene vaulted to the 
front by the final turn of the first 
lap. For an instant it seemed as if 
the Aprilia of James Stephens would 





give Greene some competition as the 
duo broke away from the Formula 
Two pack by nearly three seconds on 
the first lap. Although less than a 
second separated the two men for the 
first two laps, Greene seemed to move 
away from Stephens effortlessly. 

Stephens, who was by far the 
smoothest rider, was relegated to 
second spot for the remainder of the 
race. The Menlo Park rider was far 
enough ahead of Stephen Wickland, 
Thomas Montano, and Eric Condo 
— third, fourth, and fifth respec- 
tively — that there was never a threat 
to his position. 

After some terrific dicing between 
Montano, Condo, and Wickland, the 
top five looked like this: Don Greene 
first, James Stephens second, Ste- 
phen Wickland third, Thomas Mon- 
tano fourth and Eric Condo fifth. 

In The Formula One race Don 
Greene shined again. Riding the 
same 250cc two-stroke twin, Greene 
made no pretense of competing as 
a secondary rider. He started back in 
the pack, but made his way to third 
spot by the beginning of the second 
lap. By the completion of lap two, 
Greene was in command, and would 
never relinquish his lead. 

Although Greene took control and 
dominated the competition, the race 
was never boring. Second through 
fifth slots were up for grabs for the 
duration with John Freyer, Jeff 
Stern, Phil Kress, and Joe Brett 
Williams trading places back and 
forth. The finish finally ended. up 
with Don Greene first, John Freyer 
second, Jeff Stern third, Joe Brett 
Williams fourth and Kim Jester fifth. 
Phil Kress, who held fourth spot at 
the-end, was disqualified for appar- 
ently running a larger displacement 
powerplant than is allowed. 

‘In 450 Production action, Jeffrey 
Hatfield of San Jose, California 
posted a victory, though he and his 
friend and fellow competitor Dale 
Alexander of San Mateo were 
involved in a final lap incident while 
leading the class. 

On the white flag lap, Hatfield and 
Alexander were making their way 
through the esses when Hatfield had 
a slower rider change lines on him, 
making contact unavoidable. Hat- 
field and his bike hit the hay bales 
in turn 8A, sending a hay bale onto 
the track. Second man Alexander 
couldn’t avoid the rogue bale and 
was spilled onto the track, breaking 
his arm. 

The red flag came out and the race 
stopped in the final seconds. Since 
the event was red-flagged on the final 
lap, the standings reverted back to 
the previous lap, which was led by 
the two men who went down.

According to Leon Chauvet, dep- 
uty director for the California Off- 
“Highway Motor Vehicle Recrea- 
tion Commission, one reason 
Pace/SRO withdrew from prom- 
oting the 500cc Motocross World 
Championship U.S. Grand Prix in 
Hollister, California, was a 
demand from European riders that 
they be paid between $5000 and 
$10,000 in start money just to 
show up for the race. ““We’re just 
sitting here, waiting to find out 
what will happen. We hope to get 
the answer soon,” said Chauvet. 
“It’s a question as to whether or 
not it’s affordable (for a promoter 
to pay the Europeans $10,000 
each in start money). The state of 
California was apprised of Pace/ 
SRO’s withdrawl from the event 
because the race is scheduled to 
be held at Hollister Hills, a state- 
owned off-highway vehicle park. 


The annual public review of the 
California Desert Plan will be a 
major agenda item at the next 
meeting of the Bureau of Land 
t Management’s California Desert 
* District Advisory Council, slated for 
ù April 7-9 in El Centro, California. 
~ The Advisory Council will consider 
40 proposals to amend the plan, 
including three proposals which 
would create new Areas of Critical 
Environmental Concern. Other 
proposals include one that would 
enlarge the Dumont Dunes off-road

The June 18 Coors Super Crown 
of Stadium Motocross in Los 
Angeles (California) Memorial 
Coliseum will be AMA-sanctioned 
and will conclude the AMA’s 
1988 250cc Supercross Series, 
AMA officials said April 4. The 
L.A. Coliseum race, which will be 
the 10th and final event in the 
1988 Supercross Series, will be 
promoted by Mickey Thompson 
Entertainment Group. As in pre- 
vious MTEG Coors Super Crown 
races, the 250cc class in Los 
Angeles will feature AMA's tradi- 
tional supercross format, while 
the 125cc division will use 
MTEG’s Ultracross format with an 
inverted start. The 125cc race will 
not pay points toward the AMA’s 
125cc Western Regional Super- 
cross Championship, but the 
AMA will officiate the race and 
riders must have an AMA profes- 
sional license to compete. 


The June 5 AMA National Cham- 
pionship MX Series round at Good- 
times Motorsport Park in San Anto- 
nio, Texas, has been designated as 
a 250cc and 125cc event rather than 
500cc and 125cc as originally 
planned. That adjustment to the 
AMA National schedule comes as a 
result of the cancelation of a race 
originally scheduled for March 13 in 
Anderson, South Carolina. 


Harley-Davidson has limited its 
1988 AMA Pro Twins road race 
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- schedule to only ‘two races — 


Daytona and Loudon, New Hamp- 
shire — “in order to conserve 
resources that can be applied to 
developing a new motorcycle 
tailored for superbike competi- 
tion.” The new road race bike, 
which is in the early stages of 
development, will sport a 1000cc, 
V-twin. four-stroke engine incor- 
porating as much state-of-the art 
technology as possible, including 
water cooling, double overhead 
cams, multiple valves, fuel injec- 
tion and a significantly over- 
square bore/stroke ratio to 
increase engine rpm. The Milwau- 
kee. manufacturer is using a 
computer-aided design system to 
design the new engine “from the 
inside out.” Current specifica- 
tions call for the bike to produce 
more than 130 horsepower and 
weigh in at a maximum of 320 
pounds. Harley hopes to debut the 
new motorcycle during the 1989 
racing season; production will be 
limited to between 50 and 200 
units. 


Contrary to several advertisements 
placed by motorcycle industry firms 
in this publication and others, the 
Laguna Seca round of the World 
Championship Road Race Series is 
not the first-ever road race Grand 
Prix to be held in the U.S. On 
February 2, 1964 the first U.S. GP 
was held at Daytona International 
Speedway with Alan Shepherd win- 
ning the 250cc class on an MZ; in 
the 500cc class, the legendary Mike 
Hailwood took the win on an MV. 
The following year, on March 21, 
1965, Hailwood again won the U.S. 
500cc GP at Daytona on an MV while 


Phil Read won the 250cc GP on a` 


Yamaha. 


Rothmans Honda's Toni Mang 
won his 33rd 250cc Grand Prix 
at the Japanese round held in 
Suzuka on March 27. Mang is the 
all-time leader in 250cc GP wins, 
six ahead of the inactive Phil 
Read. Mang has also wona 125cc 
GP and eight 350cc GPs. There 
are only two active riders besides 
Mang in the top 10, Venezuelan 
Carlos Lavado and South African 
Kork Ballington. Lavado’s win last 
year in Yugoslavia moved him into 
a tie for sixth with Ballington at 
17 wins. Ninety-four different 
men have logged at least one 
250cc GP win. 





Team Lucky Strike Roberts riders 
“Kevin Magee and Wayne Rainey will 
be in the usual Lucky Strike Roberts 
paint scheme at Laguna Seca, but the 
words Lucky Strike will not appear 
on the bikes. Lucky Strike in Europe 
is owned by a different company than 
in the U.S., thus the famed Lucky 
Strike circle will house the words 
Team Roberts instead of Team 
Lucky Strike Roberts. 


Texan Kevin Schwantz became 
the 68th man to win a 500cc road 
race GP with his win in the Jap- 
anese Grand Prix on March 27. 
Schwantz, with his one GP win, 
is 67 behind the all-time leader in 
500cc wins, Giacomo Agostini. 
Schwantz’ win also increased the 
U.S.‘s total 500cc GP wins to 78 
as he joined Kenny Roberts, Fred- 
die Spencer, Eddie Lawson, 
Randy Mamola and Pat Hennen 
on the list of American winners. 
The U.S. still trails Great Britain 
(135 wins) and Italy (103 wins) 
in the number of 500cc wins per 
country. Australia, thanks to 
Wayne Gardner's seven GP wins 
in 1987, has moved into fourth 
place on the list, passing Rhodesia 
and Holland. 


Yamaha leads all manufacturers in 
250cc Grand Prix wins with 128 
followed by Honda with 73, Kawa- 
saki with 45, MV Agusta with 26, 
Harley-Davidson with 24, Moto- 
Guzzi with 18, Benelli with 13, NSU

Randy Mamola’s 500cc V-four Cag-

however, doesn’t have a radial front 
yet, although one is expected for the 
Spanish GP on April 24. “Having 
the radial front will allow us to run 
a softer compound -that will still 
last,” Mamola said in Japan. 


Mamola, who’s finished runner- 
up in the 500cc World Champion- 
ship four times, had this to say 
about Freddie Spencer's recent 
retirement. “l knew something 
had to break. During the winter 
he trained and went riding with 
Niall (Mackenzie) and Doug 
(Chandler) and he was making an 
effort. | know what it takes me 
to get ready and he was coming 
off two difficult years. I think he 
felt he couldn't race at the same 
level as he did in 1983. He's 
definitely made his mark.” 


A no-show at the Japanese GP was 
Suzuki rider Satoshi Tsujimoto. The 
Japanese teammate to Kevin 
Schwantz in last year’s AMA Super- 
bike Series, broke his femur in his 
comeback ride during the Suzuka 2- 
4 international road race the week 
prior to the GP. Tsujimoto’s 1987 
season in the U.S. ended with his 
high-speed, neck-breaking crash in 
Brainerd, Minnesota. 


Three-time road racing World 
Champion Luigi Taveri of Switzer- 
land did a parade lap around the 
Suzuka Circuit in Japan prior to 
the GP on his 1966 
championship-winning, five- 
cylinder 125cc Honda four- 
stroke. Also making a parade lap 
was recently retired three-time 
World Champion Freddie 
Spencer; Spencer rode a Honda 
NSR500. 


Cagiva owner Claudio Castiglioni 
was asked at a press conference held 
prior to the Japanese GP how his 
company can compete with the 
Japanese in GP road racing without 
a major sponsor. He responded with, 
“We made $400 million profit last 
year. It’s no problem!”’ 


James Domay (Suz) continued his 
domination of the WSMA For- 
mula USA Series by posting his 
third consecutive series victory at 
Rosamond, California’s Willow 
Springs International. Raceway on 
April 3. Paul Vogel (Suz) finished 
second and Randy Renfrow (Suz) 
took third in the Unlimited class, 








while Alan Carter (Yam) won 
F-USA Lightweight class, wi 
Rich Oliver (Yam) second an 
nonrow {Hon) again placing 
third. 


Southern California’s American 
Road Racing Association (ARRA) ~

The ARRA joins several - 
other road racing clubs in requiring 
case guards. or lowers on Suzuki 
GSXRs; the stock Suzuki cases have / 
been known to break in the event of 
a crash, dumping oil onto the racing 
surface. 


Two-time World Champion Barry 
Sheene, who recently moved 
from England to Australia, was 
working as a commentator for 
Australia’s SBS network and their 
live telecast of the Japanese GP 
on March 27. 


Team Pepsi Suzuki’s Rob. McElnea 
had an eventful trip to Japan for the 
March 27 Japanese Grand Prix. The 
big Brit arrived in Tokyo on March 
20, but was denied entry because he 
didn’t have a visa. McElnea had to 
promptly turn around and fly to Los; 
Angeles to get a visa. Since the 
embassy was closed on Sunday,’ 
McElnea spent the afternoon at 
Venice Beach “watching the guy 
juggle chainsaws.” He returned to 
Japan with a visa in time for practice, 
but was a little tired. “This time the 
customs man didn’t even check my 
visa.
